life, we at once entered a broad, fertile and

afternoon. At 3:30 we arrived at Gaya and at 
once got a conveyance (old and uncomfort- 
able) and drove seven miles to Buddh Gaya. 
Here we are at the spot which is the most 
gacred of that religion which ofall religions 
‘embraces the greatest number of adherents; 
for, under the Bo tree, the offspring of which 
atill lives on the spot, Gautama sat in medil- 
tation for seven years. nearly 2,500 years 
ago, was tempted and rc .urned@ to the world 
as Buddha, the enlightened, to give ite re- 
‘Yigion which embraces 500,000,000 of people. 
The supposed site of his meditation is 
marked by a temple, dating from 543 B. C. 
and said to be the most ancient sculptured 
qonument in India. Of equal interest to 
gs were the numerous yellow-robed, shaved- 
head Buddhist priests, who, with loving 
pands, tend the temple and the sacred Bo 
tree. 
' The drive from the village of Gaya, with 
fie 7,000 inhabitants, was in itself not devoid 
of interest and in both directions we were 
‘@hetantly passing pilgrims, either bound to 
or returning from this, the most sacred spot 
of the Buddchistic world. 


Calcutta a City of Odors. 
Tuesday—Here I am at Calcutta, until) re- 
eently the largest city of India and still easily 
first in ite oppressive heat, vile odors and the 
squalor of its densely packed native popula- 
tion. I have said good-by to my old friend 
Freeman, and welcomed a new one in the 
person of Dr. Laufer whom [ found here at 
the hotel awaiting me. 
lam at Mrs. Monk's Grand hotel, which 
Wits its name. It is simply inconceivable 
thatdcity of this size should remain content 
#ith such accommodations. It is about as 
worthy of the city and about as comfortable 
4m clean. as fhe Union station in Kansas 
‘City, and it is just as primitive. Imagine a 
/geunt, skinny, snaky native with not enough 
@ething on to wad a cannon, bringing your 
water tO your room in an old, greasy, leather 


The ride from Gaya to Calcutta was in the 
tight and uneventful. On looking out from 
éur train early yesterday morning it was at 
once apparent that we were in a different 


‘fegion from any that we had seen as yet in 


India. The vegetation everywhere appeared 
thicker, ranker and greener—in short, more 
tropical. 

Tells of Shipping and Warehouses. 

We were soon in the great train shed at 
Hawrah, on the west bank of the Hooghli 
river, and in a few minutes more we were in 
a cab, crossing the great river, and bound 
for Calcutta proper. The river itself. with its 
countless ships and small craft of every de- 
scription, presented an impressive and im- 
posing spectacle, more like that of the lower 


Thames than anything which I have so far 


witnessed. 

On the wey to the hotel we passed along 
streets Hned with great warehouses, sug- 
gestive of London, and then passed several 
big government buildings, lacking, however, 
the impressive beauty of those of Bombay, 
and we at once are plunged into a steaming 
hot and confused mass of dirt, noise, and 
natives with crows. kites, and cats. 

Yesterday was devoted exclusively to my 
mail, with a drive in the so-called “cool "’ 
of the evening with Dr. Laufer. The night 
was oppressively hot. 

Today we made a careful examination of 
the great museum here. The archsologica! 
foliection, especially so far as it relates to 
Buddhism, is fine and of great extent.

the most disastrous storm in recent years. 

Hundreds of persons lést their lives from 
wind-and flood, and property damage will run 
into the millions. | 


One report places the monetary loss at 


| $15,000,000, and special dispatches indicate 


that the death list may go above. the thou- 
sand mark. 

‘The city of Monterey, with 70,000 popula- 
tion, was inundated by the Santa Catalina 
river, swollen by deluge of rain and the flow 
of waters from adjacent mountains. Adobe 
homes collapsed like paper boxes before the 
raging stream, and the luckless inhabitants 
were drowned like rats. 


Cyclone Adds to Havoc. 

Accompanying the flood at Monterey came 
a cyclone which added to the havoc. Dis- 
patches from that place vary in their esti- 
mates of the casualties and damage. One 
message says the dead wil number 1,000. 
Another is more conservative, placing the 
list at 800. Averaging the conflicting reports, 
it is shown that at least 12,000 persons are 
homeless. 

The deluge of rain continues and the Santa 
Catalina river still is rising. The steel works 
and big smekers have been destroyed or 
badly damaged. There will be no railway 
communication for at least a week, 

The Santa Catalina divides the city proper 
from the suburb of San Luisito and the lat- 
ter probably has beendestroyed. The bridge 
now is under a torrent. Several blocks of 
houses occupied by the poor were carried 
away while the spectators on the opposite 
side of the river watched hopelessly. The 
city authorities are trying to give aid to the 
sufferers, but with little success. 


City Inundated; Lights Out. 

Latest dispatches state that the center of 
the city is under water. There are no lights 
and mo water, the wat@f mains having been 
destroyed. 

The city will ask the help of other coun- 
tries In its distress. The American colony 
held a big meeting tonight at which reso- 
lutions were adopted to appeal to the Unite . 
States and the others powers for aid. 

The American consulate was damaged 
$1,000 by the deluge. There was much incon- 
venience caused to the employés, but no loss 
of life. 

The storm struck many parts of the nation, 
causing loss both of life and property. 


Several Villages ‘Destroyed. 

The fatalities at Monterey overshadow oth- 
ers’so far heard from, but a number of vil- 
lages were destroyed and thousands are 
homeless 

Bagdad, in the state of Tamaulipas, was 
badly damaged. Two villages in that state 
were wiped off the map, while the lighthouse 
at Tampico was swept away. 

Nine bridges and over fifty miles of track 
were washed out on the Pan-American rajil- 
way. The National rajlway, say the latest 
reports, suffered even worse, it being stated 
that 125 miles of track went out in Nuevo 
Leon and Coahuila. Officials admit that 
twenty-five miles and twelve bridges are 
gone. All available wrecking trains are be- 
ing sent north. 


Part of Isthmus Devastated. 

The storm struck inland from off the gulf 
over the states of Tamaulipas and Nuevo 
Leon after devastating part of the isthmus 
of Tehuantepec. Telegraph lines are crip- 
pled in the states of Guanajuato, Coahuila, 
Vera Cruz, Nuevo Leon, and Tamaulipas. 

As a consequence of the wires being down 
in many parts of the republic several traing 
are lost. 

The scene in the flood swept section of 
Monterey is one of utter desolation. Four 
city blocks on the south side have disap- 
peared. For seventy-two hours rain has 
fallen in unprecedented volume throughout 
this section and the Santa Catalina rose 
gradually all day Friday, the crest of the 
flood reaching Monterey early today. 


_+ Buildings Are Swept Away. 

At first it was thought that there would 
be no loss of life, but the water had a height 
never before attained and swept buildings 
from their foundations by the score. The 
electric ight plant’ was put out of commis- 
sion late last night and darkness was an 
added horror. Cries of the drowning could 
be heard, but the onlookers were powerless 
to render aid. 

When daylight came all through the flooded 
district groups could be seen huddled on the 
tops of two story buildings, surrounded by 
roaring water. One by one these houses dis- 
appeared with their human freight. Nothing 
could live in the current, rushing twenty 
miles an hour. 


Flood Recedes; Rises Again. 

In the early morning the water remained 
stationary, and at noon a fall began. At 4 
o’clock this afternoon the river was back in 
ite banks, only to go out again at 6 o'clock 
because of the continued downpour.

Monterey is the capital of the state of 
Neuvo Leon and recently was made the cen- 
ter of the third miltary zone by President 
Diaz.

It was settled 
first by Spaniards in 1569 and became a 
metropolitan city in 1506. It was taken by 
Gen. Taylor im 1846, after fierce fighting.

THOUGHT AN OLD DISEASE. 


| Army Expert Believes It Has Been in 


San Francisco, Aug. 28.—William Barring- , 


Illinois for Years. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 28 —[Special.]J— 
With more than 100 cases of pellagra in all 
stages of development under obseryation at 
the Illinois general hospital for the insane 
at South Bartonville, near Peoria, 
Il)., Captain and Assistant Surgeon 
E. F. Siler of the United States army medical 
corps has come to the conclusion that the 
disease is not confined to that institution, 
but exists in all parts of the corn growing 
sections of Illinols and other middle western 
states. 

Furthermore, Capt. Siler thinks, the dis- 
ease is of less recent origin than has been 
supposed, and he declares that he is of the 
opinion that it has existed and been spread- 
ing insidiously in the corn belt for at least 
three or four years. 

This is the gist of an unofficial report by 


‘Capt. Siler to the war department. 


Corn Thought to Be Cause. 

Overdependence on corn as an article of 
diet, and especially the consumption of corn 
in. a moldy or nearly moldy state. is given 
by the army surgeon as the probable cause 
of the disease, and in his official report to 
Washington, which will be made in a short 
time, he will give this phase of the pellagra 
problem a prominent part. ' 

The discovery of pellagra at the Bartonville 
institution several weeks ago has attracted 
the attention of the entire world of medicine 
to that point, and many other physicians are 
working with Capt. Siler in his attempt to 
get all the data on the disease in its various 
forms and stages. Dr. Bulig of Chicago, bac- 
teriologist for the state board of health, and 
Dr. Bondurant of Springfield, a member of 
the board, are with Capt. Siler at the hos- 
pital. The investigators are being assisted 
in every way by Superintendent Zeller and 
the entire medica) staff of the hospital. 


Fifty Appear to Be Better. 
Peorta, Iik. Aug. 28.—[Special.)—Of 
one hundred and more peilagra sufferers 
under observation at the Bartonville asy- 
lum, fifty are sald to be making fa- 
vorable progress to recovery, although it is 
not certain that they can be cured, as the 
dangers of relapses are unknown. Photo- 
graphs of twenty-four of the patients have 
been made, covering every known stage and 
symptom of the disease, and these will be 
used in the reports to Washington and to the 
lllinois state board of health. 
A laboratory for the analysis of the disease 
in every stage is being hurriedly installed. 


Doctors Cite Past Cases. 


Supt. George A. Zeller of the genera! hos- 
pital had the following to say this evening 
regarding pellagra: 

“Numerous calls from practitioners in 
this part of the state indicate that for years 
past cases have occurred within their prac- 
tice which they now believe to have been 
pellagra. Hence the disease probably is not 
new in Illinois, nor Mmited to this institution. 
The symptoms of a pronounced case are un- 
mistakable. The symmetrical erythema, in- 
volving the backs of the hands, the banded 
scald about the neck, the subsequent vesicu- 
lation and desquanation, the flery red tongue, 
the spongy gums, the quick collapse, the 
mental torpor, the melancholia, all com- 
bine to form a clinical picture so clear as to 
be unmistakable. 

“ The recognition of:the disease when these 
symptoms are absent is the problem that 
we are now trying to solve and which the 
United States government has detailed the 
ablest men in its medical corps to imvesti-

RHEIMS, Aug. 28.—The international cup 
of aviation, knuwn also as the Gordon Ben- 
nett trophy, was won today by Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss, the only American aviator entered in 
the Rheims races, in the fastest aeria! jour- 
ney of twenty kilometers (12.42 miles) ever 
accomplished by man. His time, 15 minutes 
50 3-5 seconds, was only five and three-fiftns 
‘seconds faster than that made by Bleriot 
over the same course. 
The other two pilots who represented 
France, Latham and Lefebvre, finished re- 
spectively in 17 minutes and 32 seconds and 20 
mimyutes and 47 3-6 seconds. Cockburn, an 
Englishman, ran into a haystack as he was 
maneuvering for the start and.did not cross 
the line. Several other machines which were 
expected to stars were not ready within the 
time limit. 
The race lay between Bleriot and Curtiss, 
with Latham as a possible contender. Le- 
febvre on previous performances apparently 
had no chance. Fortune favored the Ameri- 
can. An accident two days agé to Bleriot’s 
powerful, fast machine, with which he held 
the lap record, was a serious handicap, since 
he had had no opportunity. to try out the re- 
paired machine. 

Curtiss stole a march on his rivals by get- 
ting away early. Finding conditions favor- 
able at 10 o’clock inthe morning, he decided 
to take no chances in the fickle weather, and 
after a trial trip, in which he made the circuit 
of the course in 7 minutes 55 1-5 seconds, 
lowering the world’s record for one lap by 
nine seconds, he started immediately on his 
attempt to win the cup. 

Handles Machine Like a Master. 
He handled his machine, which flew along 
at a speed never before witnessed, in master- 
ly style, especially at the turns, which he 
took on the down grade. 
The first round, measuring 6.21 miles, was 
made in 7 minutes 57% seconds, somewhat 
‘slower than the trial time, but the second 
round was covered 2 seconds faster, 7 minutes 
63% seconds, another world’s record. 
This remarkable showing on the part of the 
American created consternation in the Bier- 
jot camp. The French favorite, whose ma- 
chine was equipped with a four bladed pro- 
peller, made a trial but’could do no better 
than 7 minutes 58% seconds, for the round. 
Then, upon the advice of Santos-Dumont, he 
substituted a two bladed propeller, but thts 
proved slower still and the French began to 
doubt the ability of their champion. 
Bleriot replaced the original propeller and 
tinkered with his machine for several hours. 
In the meantime Lefebvre in a Wright bi- 
plane, but without hope of winning, flew 
over the course. His time was 5 minutes 
slower than that of Curtiss. 

The excitement grew steadily as 5 o’clock, 
which the public understood was the time 
lymit for starting in this event, approacheu. 
Bieriot’s and Latham’s machines were run 
out and everybody stood watch in hand. At 
5 o’clock the crowds concluded that the two 
French champions haa defaulted and a mur- 
mur of protest arose, but a minute later it of- 
ficially was announced that the wording of 
the rule had been misunderstood and that 
the rule allowed a start to be made any time 
before 5:30 o'clock.

Bleriot finished the round 
in almost the identical time of Curtiss’ fast 
lap, covering the ten kilometers in 7 minutes 
and 53 8-5 seconds, but his speed seemed ap- 
preciably to decrease on the second round 
and before he reached the final turn the stop 
watches showed that he had lost. The French 
crowds were greatly disappointed at the fail- 
ure of their countryman, but largely owing to 
the popularity of the Wrights in France and 
the general French recognition of the won- 
derful stimulus Americans have given to 
the science of aviation, no other foreign vic- 
tory could have been so popular as that of 
an American.

*round in the international in a ten kilometer 
flight in the lap speed contest, making the 
distance in seven minutes forty-seven and 
four-fifths seconds, which is a new world’s 
record, and Henry Farman, who yesterday 
won the Prix de la Champagne, add to- his 
laurels by carrying two passengers around 
the course. 

Except for the achievement of Curtiss, and 
for Blerlot’s recapture of the lap record, the 
day was the first dull one of the meeting. 
The aeroplanes almost always were alone in 
the air, and there was no simultaneous nac- 
ing. There was not even an exciting incident, 
the nearest approach to one being whén Som- 
mer’s wheel smashed as he started whitrl- 
ing his machine ayound in perilous fashion, 
but no accident resulted. 

Bleriot was bent on taking the lap record 
from Curtiss. His first effort was three 
seconds too long. Even after he changed his 
propeller five more attempts proved futile. 
After his sixth attempt. in which his mono- 
plane was damaged enough to require two 
hours to repair it, he burst into tears. His 
perseverance was rewarded in his seventh 
attempt, when, using a four bladed propeller, 
he cut eight and two-fifths seconds from Cur- 
tiss’ time. His rate of speed was more than 
forty-eight miles an hour. 

Only Lefebvre and Farman appeared in 
the passenger carrying contest late in the 
afternoon. The former covered a lap with 
one passenger in eleven minutes, twenty and 
four-fifths seconds. Farman carried one pas- 
senger in nine minutes, fifty-two and four- | 
fifths seconde and two passengers in ten min- 
utes, thirty-nine seconds. t

WAS RENOWNED AS A FLIRT. 


During SuMye¢ of 60 Yeors’ Lite She | 


Lived Wien-wWard. 


New Haven. Conn., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—A 
private telegram received in this city today 
from Boston announced the death there last 
night of Justine Henrietta Ingersoll, famil- 
larly known as ‘‘Tiny” Ingersoll, and 
famous as the original ‘‘ College Widow.’’ 


For thirty years, until 1895, she ruled Yale | 


men, and her conquests were many. 
sixty years of life she lived to the limit and 
her word was law in some circles. 

At the time of her death Miss Ingersoll, 
who was a daughter of former Gov. Charles 


R. Ingersoll of Connecticut, lived with her 


ward, Nikolo Sokoloff, a member of the Bos- 
ton symphony orchestra. She heard him one 
night as a boy playing in a crowded tenement 
house in Oak street, the Jewish district in 
this city. She sought him out, gave him a 
musical education, and took him to live with 
her at her house in Westville. 

When the Yale music schoo! authorities 
objected, she had him leave the school and 
sent him to Schradiek in New York. With 
that teacher the youth's education was com- 
pleted Then he and Miss Ingersol went to 
Boston to live. and he achieved great suc- 
cess. An opportunity was given himto study 
abroad, but because of her falling heakh he 
declined to go 


Favorite of Great Writers. 

Her grandfather on her mother’s side was 
Admiral Gregory, a noted sea fighter. AS 
a girl ‘“ Tiny’’ visited him in Portsmouth 
and the cities around Boston. She was a 
favérite of Emerson, Thoreau, and other 
writers of the ‘‘ Concord school.” Naval 
officers also liked her greatly. 

Even as a girl she ranked as a beauty. 
Coming from such Stock, ‘‘ Tiny ’’ Ingersoll’s 
social standing was assured. She retained 
striking traces of her beauty to the time of 
her death. 

When a young girl her extraordinary vi- 
vacity attracted Samuel J. Tilden, who was 
the Democratic candidate for the presidency 
against Rutherford B. Hayes. 

It was about this time that her greatest 
love affair took place. She wished to marry 
a Yale man, but her parents believed he 
wasn’t good enough for her. The pair de- 


cided to elope, but for the only time in her 
life Justine proved a coward. She backed 
out. After that she played fast and loose 
with the affections of men. 


Refused One Suitor by Telegraph. 

As late as 1890 a westerner, a Yale gradu- 
ate of wealth, who had proposed to her sev- 
eral times sent a proposal by telegraph Jus- 
tine promptly wired back: ‘“O, shut up.”’ 

A member of a class in the sixties loved 
and proposed to “ Tiny” Ingersoll. She re- 
jected him. In the late eighties his son was 
in college and wrote his father: 

“There is a «ttle woman a little older 
than I-am who lives a block from the campus. 
Her mame is Justine Ingersoll, a member of 
the old Ingergoli family. She is lovable, and 
though a little older than I am, I am going 
to try and win her.’’ 

His father did not wait towrite. He wired: 

“Go in and win, my boy I also loved 
Justine when I was in college.”’ 


Shocked Father with Monkeys. 

Her father was one of the most distin- 
guished men of Connecticut, a gentleman of 
the old echool, and a strict upholder of the 
proprieties of conventional life. It therefore 
was a decided shock to him when his daugh- 
ter tripped home from Boston one day with 
a lively lHttl Rangoon monkey under her 
arm and announced that she had decided not 
only to keep it as a pet, but to prove that 
monkeys were the most intelMgent animals in 
existence. 

Judge Ingersoll] was so shocked that for 
the time being he could say nothing; but 
when a month or more had passed and Miss 
Ingersoll had added four more monkeys and 
several marmosets to her collection, his voice 
was raised in mighty protest. 

If the truth be told, there was reason in 
his desire to have monkeys ellminated from 
the Ingersoll household, for they seemingly | 
owned the house. . 

Judge Ingersoll endeavored to persuade his 
daughter to se or dispose of her pets in some 
way or other, but she declared that her affec- 
tion for the monkeys outweighed all other 
considerations, and as a result she left tie 
beautiful Ingersoll home.

Act of Mont Clair, N. J., Banker An- 
nounced Soon After His Mar- 
riage Oeremony.

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BATON TELLS SON’S IDENTITY 


Rear Admiral Breaks Silence Re- 
garding Adopted Child. 


LONELY, HE WANTED A BOY. 


Says Everyone Except One St>p Daugh- 
ter Was Deceived. 


Boston, Mase., Aug. 28.—[Special.)—Rear 
Admiral Joseph Giles Eaton in his homein 
Assimippi today made an explanation of the 
mystery of identity regarding his 6 months 
old adopted son, Joseph Giles Eaton Jr., who 
died suddenly at the Eaton home. Mrs. 
Eaton, foster mother of the child, charges 
that the boy was the viotim of a poison plot. 

In the following statement Rear Admiral 
Eaton reveals the purpose that had prompted 
him in taking the child from a hospital, 
adopting it, and giving if the right to bear his 
name: 

‘*‘I wanted a son; I never had one. My 
only child, a daughter by my first wife, died 
twenty years ago. My heart longed for a 
boy, whom I could train from infancy to 
manhood. I wanted a son who would bea 
naval officer and serve hig country, as I 
have. 


Plan Program of Deception. 

‘“‘My wife and I talked the matter over 
many times and concluded to adopt a baby 
boy. The thought that was paramount in 
my mind was that no one except those legally 
im the secret should ever know that the son 
was mine only by adoption. 

‘Neither the neighbors, nor the children 
with whom he would grow up, nor my step- 
daughters, nor the boy himself should ever 
know he was not my own flesh and blood. He 
was to be my son and heir, dear to my heart, 
and the secret of his birth was to lie buried 
in the court records. With this end in view 
my wife and I planned, then, when we had 
found the child we wanted in a charitable in- 
stitution near Boston, we took legal! steps 
to adopt him. His mother’s name was Eliz- 
abeth N. Heartz, and as she came of a good 
healthy family the legal part of the formali- 
ties was the easiest part of the program. 


One Step-Daughter Is Suspicious. 

“TI need not tell in detail how we went 
about deceiving June and Dorothy, my two 
stepdaughters, as wellas the neighbors. It is 
sufficient to say that on the night of March 
25 last two women brought the baby boy ona 
train from Boston. At Hingham statiori 
they were met by @ closed carriage, which 
brought them here. 

“The baby was then about 7 weeks old. 

He was presented to June and Dorothy as 
their stepbrother. Mrs. Eaton remained in 
her room for ten or twelve days after the 
child appeared. Later the baby was pre- 
sented to the neighbors. 
_** Everybody was completely deceived, ex- 
cept Dorothy. She was suspicious. Many 
times she questioned me, but I laughed and 
‘tacked,’ as a sailor says; still her doubts 
remained, but she kept her own counsel. 

‘Dorothy, my girl and my chum, grew 
fond of the child and ‘mothered’ it in a 
way that was sweet to me. Dorothy and I 
used to talk over my plans for the baby’s 
future. She never showed the slightest sign 
of jealousy. 


Built Air Castles Over Child. 

“We built’ beautiful castles in the air. 
Dorothy is mature beyond her years and 
could enter into my hopes and plans for the 
boy with fullsympathy. I have educated her. 
Together we have read Shakespeare for a 
year and a half, and for her years she isa 
remarkable Ghakspearean scholar. 

‘“ Weil, the dream is ended now. Overa 
little grave in the cemetery at Assinipp! is 
written ‘Finish’ to my fond hopes. Poor, 
innocent little chap!

Two Other Big Jobs of Fuller 
Oompany Are Threatened. 


NONUNION MAN AT -WORK. 


‘“Skinny’’ Madden Credited with Pro- 
viding Outside Engineer. 


A @trike is threatened on the two remain- 
ing big construction jobs of the George A. 
Fuller company—the new Northwestern rail- 
road station and the Vendome bullding, Mich- 
igan avenue and Van Buren street, unless a 
nonunion engineer put to work yesterday in” 
the strike bound La Galle hotel is withdrawn. 

The action of the company incensed the 
strike leaders and they declared that every 
building in the city being erected by the Ful- 
ler company will be hit tomorrow morning 
unless the strikebreaker is discharged. It 
was reported among the business agents of 
the crafts on strike that the nonunion engi- 
neer was supplied by Martin B. (‘‘ Skinny ’’) 
Madden in retaliation of the war being waged 
against him by the leaders of the new bulld- 
ing trades council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


Would Mean 2,200 Idle Men. 
Should the strikes on the Northwestern de- 
pot and the Vendome building be ordered it 
would add nearly 1,000 men to the ranks of 
the building trades strikers. More than 
1,200 im the various crafte now are idle as a 
result of the strikes on the La Salle and 
Blackstone hate, thé People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company’s new building and the plant 
of Hart, Schaffner & Marx at Monroe and 
Franklin streets. 

When the nonunion man was put to work 
at the La Salle hotel the plumbers and elec- 
triclans, woo are “ Skinny ” Madden's men, 
also threatened to strixe, and the business 
agents had hard work to prevent them from 
throwing down their tools and quitting. 
Many of the rank and file in these unions are 
disgusted with Madden‘s methods and the 
leaders of the new council expect a revolt 
to oceur at any time. 


Will Seek Peace Tomorrow. 

Contractors and the union leaders tomor- 
row will make an effort to terminate hostili- 
tiles at a conference to be held with Presi- 
dent Baldwin of the Otis Elevator company. 
A demand will be made that the company 
cancel its contract with ‘‘ Skinny "’'Madden 
for the employment of machinists in the 
places of the striking elevator constructors. 

Uniess this is done and the company signs 
an agreement with the strikers, the union 
leaders declare the fight will be continued 
to the limit.

Some Members Favor Fisher 
Wage Plan, While Others ~» 
See Objections. 


TRACTION MEN SILENT. 


Day Spent Preparing for the Next 
Joint Conference, Set 
for Tomorrow. 


Street.railway officials and leaders of the 
car men's union wrestied al] day yesterday 
with the new wage proposition put forward 
by Walter L. Fisher, special traction repre- 
sentative of the city, with the object of 
averting a strike of the 10,000 employés of 
Chicago's surface-traction companies, 

While definite decisions on the contract 
were postponed until the joint conference of 
street railway heads and President W. D. 
Mahen of the union, which is scheduled to 
take place tomorrow In Mr. Fisher's office, the 
attitude of the unionists was one of hesi- 
tancy. The traction men kept their audi- 
tors busy figuring out how much such &@ con- 
tract would cost during the proposed term of 
five years, and refrained from committing 
themselves on the subject. 

President Mahon and the wage scale com- 
mittees of the unions involved met at the 
office of L. D. Bland, editor of the Union 
Leader, the official organ of the union in 
Chicago, at 88 La Salle street, and talked 
over thesituation. 


Union Men Delay Decision. 

After the conference was over President 
Mahon issued the following statement: 

‘‘Our committee has carefully considered 
the propositions submitted to us by Mr. 
Fisher as a basis of settlement between the 
companies and our association. As to the 
proposition, we are not agreed, but we have 
decided to wait until our conference on Mon- 
day, when we will have a further discussion 
of the case with President Mitten.” 

Some of the unionists used radical language 
in declaring that the contract is destined to 
be rejected, but sentiment among others ap- 
peared to be equally strong in favor of it. 
One of the objections of the men was based 
on the claim that employés to be hired in 
the future will receive smaller wages than 
now, as they will begin the second year at 26 
cents, while the present contract provides 
for 27. 

It i# further said by the radicals that no 
appreciable tocrease is made for old men who 
have ved from one to five years, the new 
scale providing they receive 27 cents after 
the first year and no advance to 28 cents until 
they have served five years. Objection also 
was found to the stipulation that future 
employés will be worth 30 cents an hour at 
the end of five years, where old men are rateé 
at only 28 cents for five years’ service. 


Would Lose by Shift. 

The objectors also claimed that eld men 
who leave the company aad then returns 
will have to begin again at the foot of the 
ladder, thus discounting the conteation of 
the company heads that experience makes 
@ man more valuable. 

Also, objection was raised on the basis that 
the proposed contract virtually is for six 
years, as the wages of all present employés 
will not be equetized until the end of the 
fifth year. 

This objection involves what amounts to 
a principle of the union, which frowns on 
contracts which prohibit the employes from 
entering into wage negotiations except at 


the end of long periods. 
Mr. Fisher's attitude was that of a map 


ize a big wage dispute on economic prin- 
ciples and has cast his solution to the con- 
testants to do with as they may see fit. The 
companies considered the scheme of Mr. 
Fisher so liberal that they were unwilling to 
give assent to it, pending the findings of 
their auditors. Failure to agree to the prop-~ 
osition probably will force arbitration te 
the front in the situation early this week, 


Another Dispute Ended.” 

An agreement was reached during the 
day between President Mahon and a com- 
mittee of employés of the Chicago and South- 
ern Traction company apd President Mate 
thew Slush of that road relative to the wage 
scale. The new contract, which runs for 
two years from June 1, 1908, was adopted by 
the employés at a meeting of Division 278 
held in the evening. 

By the terms of the agreement the train- 
men will receive a raise of 1 cent an hour 
each year of the contract period. The old 
scale was 34 cents an hour for men on city 
runs and 26 cents for men on interurban 
runs. This will be raised immediately to 25 
and 27 cents, respectively, the men receiy- 
ing back pay from June 1. Next year the 
scale will go to 26 and 28 cents. 

One of the most satisfactory clauses in the 
agreement is that providing for a raise for 
substagion men from $60 to $62.50 a month 
and one day off every two weeks. Under 
the old contract the men had no days off. 


“L”’ Employes Reject Contyact. 

Employés of the Union loop elevated roa@ 
rejected a new proposed contract offered by 
President Mason B. Starring, and the com- 
mittee was instructed to seek another con- 
ference with a view to obtaining further con- 
cessions. The principal objection was raised 
to the scale of the ticket agents. Under the 
rejected contract these employés were te 
receive $2 a day. It was declared by the 
men that this scale is too low. 

The committee will seek to meet President 
Starring tomorrow, or on Tuesday. There ig 
no danger of a strike, as the committee hes 
signed an agreement to refer the dispute to 
arbitration in the event of a failure to reach f£ 
a settlement by direct negotiations.

We found our compartment, which had been 
engaged for us at Calcutta, and here I am 
ready to turn in. 


Train Looks Like a Toy. 
Thursday.—We arrived at Siliguri at about 
6 o’clock.had a light breakfast, and at 
T board the Himalayan train, with a gauge 
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[ Prof Dorsey Bewildered by Miriads of People and Dazzled by View of Himalayas. 
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of two feet. It looks like a toy train, tiny 
engines and tiny cars, with seats running 
crosswise and holding three each, each car 
having four to six seats. The cars are low 
on the ground, so that one may step in. 

The native third class passengers are an 
interesting lot, a different crowd from that I 
have been accustomed to on the plains of 
India—some Hindoos, of course, but fully half 
betray their Mongolic origin—strange cos- 
tumes, long hair, and brighter faces than 
the more taciturn faces down below. 

Up we go, winding, twisting, turning, and 
puffing; each hour we are a thousand feet 
higher; through jungle and lofty trees and 
continually looping the loop. After thirty 
miles’ climbing, at 10 we breakfast at Kur- 
seong, 5.000 feet up, amidst miles and miles 
of tea gardens up and down the slopes of 
the mountain. The scenery has been pleas- 
ing, but not equal to the Siskiyous in Call- 
fornia. At about 10:30 (plenty of time for 
breakfast, as there seems to be plenty of 
time for everything) we are off again—more 
grand scenery and twists and turns, lovely 
tree ferns and great bamboo and beautiful 


birds. 
Cool Air, Proves Dig -Relief. 

At about 12:30 we are at Darjeeling. It is 
cloudy and no mountains are in sight. It is 
coool and fresh and our overcoats feel good. 
Best of all is to get away from the heat and 
odors and stolidness of lower India. 

The town rambles along the crest and sides 
of the mountain. No carriages are in sight, 
but many rickshaws drawn dy two men, with 
a third to push. Our baggage is carried up 
to the Woodlands hotel by Tibetan women® 
‘‘ licensed porters.” They carry big loads by 
a band around their forehead. The hotel has 
three buildings, tiny rooms, with a tiny stove, 
pretty gardens filled with attractive flowers 


and grand trees. 

We at once set out for a stroll through the 
town, with its curious bazaars and strange 
people, Nepalese, Bhotians, Leptchas, Lim- 
bus Tibetans, and Hindoos. The women are 
picturesque, have merry faces, and there isa 
jollity in the air which is lacking on the 
plains down below. Much jewelry is in evi- 
dence, beautiful long earrings of gold and 
turquoise, bracelets, nose rings, finger rings, 
“The bazaars are filled with bronzes, textiles, 
tiger and panther skins, etc. It is all quite 
different from down onthe plains. Here we 
are in the borderland between India, Afghan- 
istan, Nepal, Bhotan, and Tibet. It re- 
mained cloudy all-day, now and then a little 
rain with thunder and lightning, with no evi- 
dence that the mighty Himalayas were @o 


near. 
Catch Glimpse of Higher Peak. 

Friday—Up -at 3 and off in the dark for 
Tiger hill, 8,000 feet high and six miles away, 
We reach it just as the sun comes up out 
of the mists of the great below. We look 
down on cloud and mist and in the north for 
an instant, the dim outline of the mighty 
Himalayas and Mount Everest, the highest 
peak in the world, and then the mist shuts _ 
out all the far away view. 

Our boys prepare coffee and we begin our 
return journey. The ride back was comfort- 
able, through a forest of oaks with moss and 
immense magnolia and rhododendron in 
great blossom. 

Immediately after breakfast we obtained 
fresh ponies for the trip down to the Ranjit 
river, which we proposed to cross into Sik- 
kim. But first, however, it wae necessary 
for us to obtain a pags, for the entrance 
to the bridge over the river is guarded, and 
one may not enter Sikkim without a permit 
from the deputy commissioner. 

We ascertained at the hotel that the com- 
missioner would not be at his office before 
noon, so we set out to findhim. After pass- 
ing up an@ down the hills of the town for 
nearly am hour we found him and a number 
of other important looking officials engaged 
in settling: some lan@-controversy. He po- 
itely furnished us with @ note to his clerk, 
and we at once hastened to his office, nearly 
a mile away. © There we encountered a jot 
of red tape, which by the time it was un- 
wound cost us an additional hour. Th on. 
armed with our pase and accompanied by a 
guide, we began the journey to the Ranjit. 
which was one of the most remarkable that 
I have ever made. 


Cross Over to Sikkim. 


For three hours we plunged down the 
gigzag trail of the mountain, through primi- 
tive native villages, through great tea gar- 
dens, amid bamboo groves, by big tree ferns 
down, down, down—# ride. ; 
o'clock we had descended 6,000 fee: 
crossed the great Ranjit by a narrow gus. 
pension bridge and entered? Gikkim—outside 
wr dismount end walk through 

e uain 
grass thatched town in the deen, oe 
weaving and engaged in various other prim- 
itive occupations. After eating ary 
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place we saw 100 boys, girls, and women 
ccming in from the tea gardens bearing their 
big baskets of leaves. They seemed rather 
pretty after the faces one sees in India. 

We arrived at 7 o'clock, O, so tired, for we 
had covered thirty-six miles in the saddle. 
Every bone, every muscle ached. From the 
top of Tiger hill to the Ranjit river we had 
traversed over 7,000 feet elevation. It has 
been a memorable and a hard day. 

Saturday.—Awake at 6:30; draw aside the 
curtains and there before me 4s the mighty 
wall of snow and ice, Himalayas. The high- 
est mountains in the world are at las: in full 
sight, no cloud, no mist. What a mighty 
Spectacle! Such sights cannot be described. 

I stand spellbound and dress with my eyes 
giued to mighty Kinchinjanga, 28,156 feet 
high and only fortyfive miles away! I 
hustled off to Observa®ory hill, the highest 
point of Darjeeling, and spent an hour of 
rapture. By my side on the hill was a great 
Hindu-Tibetan shrine and natives were wore 
shiping am‘dst the tall prayer bede: ked bam- 
boos surrounding the shrine. 

The rest of the day is spent studying the 
costumes and faces of the natives, buying 
something for the house at home, and some 
lovely Tibetan silver rings. A memerable 
day, but it would have been more relished if 
I had not bén so stiff. 

It is an interesting comment on the naiure 
of the physical types seen around here that 
two men we saw from Bhotan might hav; 
been Japanese, while I saw a woman who 
looked much, like a Haida woman. The 
nalveté of the people here is refreshing. After 
I had bought a couple of che@ silver finger 
rings, every girl and woman we met stopped 
and wanted to sell us one of the many they 
wear. There isa happiness and a frankness 
about these mountaineers and an apparent 
happiness about the women and girls that I 
have not noticed in Hindu communities. 


Strolling Minstrels Give Act. 

We saw an interesting exhibition in the 
street of three strolling minstrels from 
Bhotan, two men anda girl. One of the men 
beat on a double drum with two curved 
crumsticks and the girl danced around in a 
circle, leaping from side to side with great 
agility. Then she sang songs. weird -and 
wild, quite unlike anything I had ever heard. 
She wore a mask and had on a costume 
which was purely aboriginal. About her 
waist wag a belt from which hung ,many 
cords with tassels on the end. As she 
whirled around in a circle these stood out 
straight. They were uncanny beggars! 

Flowers everywhere and the clouds and 
mists come and go, filling the deep valleys 
which surround Darjeeling on every side. 
The hills are so steep that all waterways are 
lined with stone, as otherwise during the 
rains, the roads and paths would be washed 
away. All the roads are narrow bridle paths, 
but ‘‘ metalled "’ generally—i. e., made with 
crushed stone, and often in ravines the roads 
are held in place by high, cut stone embank- 
ments. 

Women Carry Loads from Heads. 

Many times we saw women carrying rock 
in baskets by a band around their forehead 
and on the way to Ranjit we saw men carry- 
ing heavy sawed timbers from the lowlands, 
Each man has a three foot stick, sometimes 
with a crossbar at the top, on which reststhis 
burden when he stops to blow or mop the 
sweat from his face. 

There im every kind of house within. ten 
miles of here—big stone houses of the Euroe 
pean and houses of tin oil cans of the poor, 
adobe houses with grass roofs, bambo mud- 
plastered huses, even houses built on plies 
two to three feet high.. Every man carries a 
big. knife and in the bazaars we saw some 
big, long, handsome knives from the interior, 
with beautiful silver scabbards inlaid witn 
turquoise,

MIDWAY SELECTED 


FOR HALL OF FAMR 


Lorado Taft Outlines Plan to 
Make It World’s Most 
Beautiful Boulevard. 


STATUES IN THE SCHEME 


Sculptor Is Hard at Work on g 
Fountain Symbolizing Old 
Father Time. 


Midway plaisance is to be America’s great. 
est hall of fame, if the plans of Lorado Taft, 
the sculptor, are carried out. His idea ls 
make it the most beautiful boulevard in the 
world, 

According to his plans. as now modified, 
the roadsides on either side the central cana} 
which, as proposed, will run through the ex- 
isting depressions of the boulevard, win be 
lined by carefully placed statues, in Georgia 
marble ten feet in height, of famous men in 
America’s history. In this manner whenever 
a man of note dies it will be thought the nat. 
ural and proper thing to honor him with re 
place on America’s boulevard of fame. 


Working on Great Fountain. 

At present Mr. Taft is at work at his sum. 
mer home, preparing the fountain of Father 
Time, which is to be placed at the west end of 
the proposed Midway lagoon. In referring to 
the plans for transforming the boulevarg 
into more artistic design he sald: 

* There is nothing dearer to my heart thas 
my schemes for the Midway. I expect to see 
the Midway a great hall of famé, with figures 
of all America’s great people standing in re- 
lief against the trees of the drives along each 
bank of the moat, There is every possibility 
of making the Midway the most beautify 
boulevard in the world.’”’ 

On the designs for the bridges and foun. 
tains which form part of the scheme Mr. Taft 
has been at work for almost two years. He 
has received some encouragement in belieyr- 
ing that public spirited citizens of Chicage 
will contribute toward making the project 
possible. 

Symbolic Figure of Time. 

In the design Father Time will be repre. 
sented by a 1ugged,. craglike figure, review. 
ing a throng of hurrying people. the treate 
ment being suggested by the couplet: 

Time goes. you say? Ah, no. 
Alas, time Siays; we go. 

The procession of pushing figures viewed 
by Father Time will show people indistinct, 
but all hurrying and crowding toward a goal 
they cannot see. They will seem torise from 
a great jet of water on one side and sink from 
sight at the cther, time meanwhile standirg 
firm and immovable. 

The bridge of arts, at Woodlawn avenue, 
practically bisecting the Midway, as it does, 
will form the center of the whole scheme of 
beautification, and, with representations cf 
the world’s greatest works of art. will be 
more elaborate than elther of the other twe 
bridges, these of science and of religion, 
which cross on either side of fit. All the 
bridges will be of massive concrete construe. 
tion, and the sculptured figures upcen them 
will be of Georgia marble, heroic fn size. 


Fountain Type of Creation. 

At the eastern end of the Midway lagoon 
will be located the second great fountain, 
representing the creation, and founded og 
the Grecian myth of Deucalion and Pyrrha, 
The !dea of evolution which this legend eze 
presses will be represented by twelve groups 
of figures, thirty-six in all, which will be 


arranged in an ascénding plane, with cag-_.. 
cades of water rising among themand fale 
ing into the- circular basin which will sur- © 


round the fountain. 

According to the design the first clusters of 
figures close to the water’s edge will be 
rough, bowlderlike forms showing the first 
beginnings of resemblance to human beings.

Racing Program for This Week 
at Ingalls Park Abandoned. 


SHERIFF UPHOLDS THE LAW. 


Three Touts Arrested on Friday Are 
Fined for. Soliciting Bets. 


There will be no regular running racing in 
Illinois for a long time yet. The balloon of 
hope which had beew slowly filling at Ingalls 
park during the week of the Will county fair 
exploded with a loud report yesterday after- 
noon, when Secretary Magnus Flaws an- 
nounced before the first race: 

“There willbe no racing at Ingalls park 
next week.’”’ 

Sheriff Williams, with a big force of depu- 
tiles, was at the track bright and early to see 
that the law against gambling was enforced. 

“No gambling will be allowed,”’ said he. 
“Any one caught gambling will be arrested 
We wil! not stand for any game here that is 
too tough for Chicago. They can go ahead 
with anything they want to go ahead with 
there.’’ 


“Old Regulars” on Hand. 

Both these announcements were bitter 
blows to the crowd which went there from 
Chicago. All the old regulars were on hand 
from Dan O’Leary—minus his carnation—to 
Jesse Irwin. the champion tipster. They 
were hiving around the judges’ stand before 
the first race and buzzing over about things 
as earnestly as if the American Derby was 
about to be run. 

Meanwhile Mile. Somebody performed in an 
open cage of leopards in the infield. The 
manager of the show, by the way. was ar- 
rested. Sheriff Williams said the man was 
charged with having seizec' a note made by 
him for $650 from the holder and having 
destroy) ed it. 


Three Touts Are Fined. 

The three touts arrested on Friday for so- 
liciting bets in the grand stand were fined $50 
each. To adc to the general color of the sur- 
roundings two negroes were arrested for a 
cutting episode.’ Neither of them was injured 
seriously. 

What there was of betting .on the first 
race was carried on with far more secrecy 
than on Friday. The story that Sheriff Wi1il- 
jams and his deputies meant business fright- 
ened the ** bookies '' and they workecd uncer 
cover. Tickets were not given to bettors, as 
on the day previous. 

After the third race a family of acrobats 
performed on a stage in the infield. What 
betting there was was carried on so quietly 
that it was generally overlooked. Sheriff 
Williams said: 

“There has been no attempt at open bet- 
ting and therefore there has been no trou- 
ble. Every one understands we mean busi- 


ness.”’ 
Plenty of Betting All the Same. 

There was plenty of betting just the same— 
more, in fact. than on *riday, as the crowd 
was larger; but the bookmakers were care- 
ful. Two or three men were seized by depu- 
ties because they were seen passing money 
one to another, but they were released with- 
out being placed under arrest. 

Although the gambling was carried on with 
great secrecy it was possible for almost any 
spectator to back the horse of his choice, and 
the prices in each race were pretty well de- 
fined. “* 

The betting was carried on on the “ Jawn 
in front of the grand stand and in the north 
end of the stand. In these two piaces the 
bookmakers and touts thronged, whispered, 
nudged, and winked when Sheriff Williams 
or any of his numerous assistants paseed by. 

It was estimated that at jeast $1,000 was 
bet on each of the six es. In most cases 
the bets were paid off after the finish. dn 
some, however, where the bookmaker was 
well known to his patrons, settlement was 
not made until at the end of the day on the 
train back to Chicago.

The suggestion is ventured, after a view 
of “The Circus Man’”’ at McVicker's last 
evening, that Palermo, Me., is no place for 
a tranquil citizen in search of the peace and 
slumbrous calm of smal! town existence. 
Indeed. from the minute that ‘ Fighting 
Hime ’’ Look arrived in Palermo in August 
with the remnants of his leviathan circus 
until he departed in June with the smart ex- 
Widow Snell for a joy ride in his red band 
wagon, the community was kept in such an 
uproar that life within the Union loop would 
have been like a quiet pastoral in comparison. 

But he who likes the expectant tinglk. the 
agitated thrill, and the deep. full senee of 
virtuous satisfaction that comes in the last 
act of melodrama, ought to be happy in that 
little hamlet. - Everything is arranged for 
him, at least—and the superior person who 
is URable to get pleaeure out of such things 
has no business in Palermo, or in McVicker’s 
either, for that matter. 

Speaking chronologically the “ Initial epi- 
sode’’ is a fit indulged in by old “ Hard 
Times '' Wharf, the weather prophet, in the 
public square. Not a noisy convulsion, but 
a ‘‘Spell’’ in which “ Hard Times ” experi- 
ences an omen of trouble for the village. 
And, sure enough, while the sleepy inhabi- 


emporium, disturbance appears in the person 
of “ Fighting Hime” Look, who in his boy- 
hood was driven from Palermo in disgrace 
by the village skinflint, Banker Willard. 


~ 

Hime is solvent now and ready to pay the 
mortgage on the old place if there is one, 
and there is. In his entourage is Imogen, 
an elephant, and other zoological impedi- 
menta calculated to inspire self-confidence. 
So he starts things at once by denouncing 
the villagers as a lot of backbiters, gossips, 
murderers, scandal mongers, et cetera, and 
by pinioning one of his boyhood enemies to 
the barn door between the prongs of a hay 
fork. 

A cheerful spirit ensues, however, with the 
breezy advent of the Widow Snell tn a hat 
and a gown that never came from Palermo. 
They have a comic encounter in front of the 
town hall when the widow drops her mar- 
ket packages and Fighting Hime, with the 
graceful courtesy of a tanbark cavalier, res- 
cues them, and is enamored. 

But romance is only a side line with Hime. 
His principal mission is to put old man W'1I- 
lard out of business, and he proceeds with 
this mission by learning that the Palermo 
exchequer, of which Willard is the chancel- 
lor, is being looted to provide margins for 
anzemic copper stocks. He buys a Jot of 
Willard’s worthless notes, proposing fo hold 
them until the day that the town treasurer 


pose him for the scamp tnat he is. 
Everything is in readiness tor the sensa- 


tants are gossiping on the steps of Bricket's 


comes up for renomination, when he will ex 
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tional denunctation in the town meeting. The 
old man has pleaded tremulously and in vain 
for mercy, and Hime has retaliated with an 
eloquent recital of the wrongs the Willards 
have done the Looks. Retribution seems 
imminent until the thing that we half sus- 
pected would occur does occur.

It appears that Hime’s upright and godly 
brother, Phineas, a thin man with black 
clothes and a soft voice, Is In love with the 
banker’s daughter. Exposure of the father 
means misery for her, so Phineas forbids the 
thing to be done. Then in a grand outburst 
of renunciation Hime forgoes his revenge, 
and Willard ts renominated by acclamation. 
Hime insists on making a speech, however, 
but he has the Palermo silver cornet band, 
of which he is the founder, strike up the 
national anthem at the start and keep play- 
ing it until the final vielous word of his pero- 
ration is lost in its melody. 

Meantime the circus man in his more 
peaceful intervals finds leisure to engage 
in amorous discourse with the Widow Snell. 
As a suitor he is elegant and effective. They 
have a pretty scene on a feed box with Imo- 
gen, the elephant, near by, a docile chaperon 
in melancholy contemplation. 

Also he is an ethical influence in the com- 
munity. For instance, he rescues the elop- 
ing wife of the leader of the brass band and 
he throttles the scandal which thredtens the 
happiness of a.timid schoolma’am and her 
innocent admirer, an elderly member of the 
board of education. He is a whole law and 
order league in himself. 

> 


He is jovial, blustering. handsome, though 
fat, earnest, and, thoroughly likable; and 
as impersonated by Macklyn Arbuckle a 
unique and effective hero of bucolic melo- 
drama. Ov.servation of Mr. Arbuckle in 
other rdles has not inspired much confidence 
in his veracity ag an exponent-of the hearty, 
inartificial, unvarnmished type, but as Fight- 
ing Hime he is the honest and unaffected 
real thing. ° 

The audience last evening was much 
pleased with him. In response to the mani- 
festations of their pleasure, Mr. Arbuckle 
spoke, criticising the play, favorably, pre- 
ferring it to the works of Sir Arthur Pinero, 
Henry Arthur Jones. and other foreign writ- 
ers, ana expressing in frequent split infini- 
tives an abnormal appreciation pf the judg- 
ment of Chicago playgoers. 

There are a number of other down east 
characterizations of the usual caHber in 
“The Circus Man,” some of them rather 
strident and noisy for peaceable Maine vii- 
lage folk. but funny. no doubt. Sam Reed 
as the Palermo constable is among the more 
accurate and unforced; there is an excep- 
tional bit of playing by Frank Currier. who 
as the old banker is aged and rascally, even 
to the senile timbre of his voice; and Miss 
Esther Lyon, who impersonates the widow. is 
animated and smart enough in that capacity 
to provide the eseential reason for the circus 
man’s pursuit of her. Edson Miles gives a 
sepulchral view of Hime’s mora! but deprags- 
ing brother. .

If it be permitted to find fault with such 
an ingenuous dramatic affair as ‘‘ The Circus 
Man,"" one may call the attention of thé 
author, Mr. Presbrey, to that constructive 
flaw which permits nearly all of one act to 
be monopolized by a dreary divorce trial. 
The three characters involved are not suffi- 
ciently established in the sympathies of the 
audience to make the episode worth the 
while. 

Of course the object is to disclose new 
glories in the hero's character when he nego- 
tlates a reconciliation; but a dramatist of 
Mr. Preebrey's ek)! certainly is able to effect 
this with less theatrical red tape than he 
now employs. No doubt he will do so. now 
that he knows about it. But even if he 
doesn’t, he has a lively and virtuous melo- 
drama, which, while it may not make him 
more famous, ought at least to make him 
more cofnfortable.

SOUTH SIDE GRAFT 


State’s Attorney Has Huh- 
dreds of Subpeenas for Re- 
sort Keepers There. 


ONE WITNESS IS MISSING. 
Detectives Have Watched for 
Weeks in Effort to Locate 
Saloonkeeper. 


An attempt will be made by the September 
grand jury to connect Inspector McCann. 
already under.indictmént, with @he alleged 
collettion of protection graft in the south side 
levee district, according to information which 
“leaked” from State's Attorney Way man’s 
— in the Criminal! Court building yester- 

ay. 

It was learned that for weeks Mr. Wayman 
has had detectives from his office watching 
certain resorts in Whbash and Armour ave- 
nues in an effort to find a man who is wanted 
as an important witness before the S_ptem- 
ber inquisitorial body. The man in ques-ion, 
who is, declared to be J. P. Hunter, a sajoon- 
keeper at 2U36 Wabash avenue, has not been 
seen in Chicago for severaf*weeks. Inquiries 
at his place of business are met with the reply 
that he ts “ out of town.” 

Just why Hunter is wanted by State's At- 
torney Wayman as a witpess ‘was not ex- 
plained by the prosecutor or any of his¥s- 
sistants. It was said, however, that when 
Inspector McCann was a captain uf po'ice at 
the Twenty-second street station he was 
friendly with the saloonkeeper. ° 


Subpoenas Are Ready. 

Several hundred subpcenas for resort keep- 
ers and other denizens of the south side 
levee district have already been prepared, 
it is eaid, and will be served by deputy sher- 
ifs and Mr. Wayman’s assistants within a 
few days. From the hints that are being 
given out on all sides, it is the general opin- 
\ion that the September grand jury will con- 
fine its work almost entirely to the south 
side “red Nght” territory. 

While a number of important witnessés of 
the district are said to have’ been suddenly 
called out of town in the last two weeks. 
aetectives from Mr. Wayman’'s office are 
closely watching those who have remained. 
If any of them attempt to leave the city 
before the grand jury convenes, it is pre-. 


under arre-t on any one of a number of 
charges that might be. filed against them. 
Rumors and reports were rife throughout 
the Criminal Court building during the day 
as to the scope of work to be done by the 
September inquisitorial body. When asked 
to verify or deny some of these Mr. Wayman 
oniy smiled and placed his foretinger to his 
lips. He refused to talk on the subject of 
graft and the September grand jury was 
absolutely a tabooed topic of conversation 


Refuses to Tell Plans. 

“If it were possible I would like to teh 
the public just what we are doing and what 
we wgnt to accomplish,”’ said he. But I 
can't do it. I'll talk about fishing, swim- 
ming, golf, or any other pleasant summer 
topic you want to discuss.”’ , 

While there was much speculation regard- 
ing the graft investigation, Mr. Wa) man met. 
his first repulse in his endeavors to clean up 
tLe west side levee district. The jury in the 
case of Ellis Marks, charged with operating 
a disorderly resort known as the “Silver 
Moon,"’ West Madison and Peoria streets. re- 
turned a verdict acquitting the defendant. 

The verdict Was a surprise to Mr. Wayman 
and Assistant State's Attorney Sullivan and 
Smith, who prosecuted the case against 
Marks. Attorney Charles E. Erbstein, repre- 
senting Marks. did not place a single witness 
on the stand in behalf of his client. 

He won the case, it is said. by an address 
to‘the jury, In which he charged that the 
prosecution of Marks was the result of hig 
refusal to give testimony before the July 
grand jury against Inspector McCann and 
Detective Gritfin. Attorney Erbstein re- 
ferred to the state’s attorney's office as a 
“bed of injustice.”’ 


Lawyer’s View of Verdict. 

Attorney Erbetein said he looked upon the 
verdict in the Marks case as a rebuke to the 
state for the character of the testimony it in- 
troduced. He made the following statement 
in court when the verdict was read: 

**I think the verdict of the jury is an ex- 
pression of confidence in Inspector McCann 
and Detective Griffin and a severe rebuke to 
the state for the character of the testimony 
it introduced. The state did not produce u 
single reputable witness. 

** It shows that the prosecution will have to 
seek others than the women of the under- 
world to get convictions. I expect similar 
verdicts in the cases of the other three saloon- 
keepers who are to be tried on the same 
charge of which Marks was acquitted. | ex- 
pect also that a jury will acquit Detective 
Griffin, whom I wil! defend.’’ 

Aesistant State's Attorney Sullivan de- 
clared that the verdict was unjust. 

**It was against all evidence and Jaw,” said 
he. ‘‘I do not think it reflects in any way on 
the cases of the Indicted police officials.”’

President Urion and Supt. 
Young Decide on Ten- 
tative List. 


WILL SEND IT TO BOARD. 


Best Texts Selected, It Is De- 


clared, Irrespective of Who 
Publishes Them. 


After a two hour’s conference with Supt. 
Young President A. R. Urion of the board of 
education announced yesterday that the list 
of books to be recommended for use in the 
Chicago schools the coming year would be 
made public tomorrow. 

This list wi!!! undoubtedly be adopted by the 
school management committee. and formally 
recommended to the board at its meeting 
Wednesday evening. 

“ Are the books agreed upon by you and 
Mrs. Young those controlled by the book 
trusts?’’ Mr. Urion was asked. 

“We have selected the books we thought 
best suited to our needs. regardless of who 
publishes them, and making as few changes 
as possible,’’ was the reply. 

* What is the use of wholesale changes?’ 
said Mr. Urion. ‘‘ Many families count on 
the younger children using the books laid 
aside by their older brothers and sisters. If 
we have a wholesale change, this cannot be 
done. 

*“ The text book question will, like the coal 
contract, be all open and aboveboard, no 
matter what some may think tothe contrary. 
All the bidders for the coal contracts now ad- 
mit that everything was fair, with the ex- 
ception of one, and for him we are going to 
hold a new test.’’ 

“ Will the book companies discriminate 
against Chicago school children and charge 
them more than they do children in the 
south?’ 

* Not if we know it,"’ said the president. 


Books for Indigent Pupils. 

At a recent meeting of the schoo] manage- 
ment ‘committee a quantity of books for 
the use of indigent pupils were ordered, 
under existing contracts. These orders, it 
was stated by Business Manager John «a. 
Guilford last night, have no bearing on the 
question of selecting text books by tl.e board 
for the schools in general. 

“ The management commiftee has author- 
ity to order books to have ready a supply 
for indigent pupils and it is the duty of 
the committee to see that books are on hand. 
The committee recently ordered books of a

Pupils Will Parade. 

The plans of the Chicago board of educa- 
tion and the Commercial! club to celebrate 
President Taft's visit in Chicago on Sept. 16 
with a monster parade of schoo! children are 
complete.

Along these boulevards the children will 
be arranged in lines four deep, two lines on 
each side of the driveway. Through these 
lines of children the president will pass. 
The boulevards reserved for the children are 
more than fifteen miles in length. 

The Commercial club has arranged to fur- 
mish bards, which will be stationed along 
the line of march. More than 100,000 flags

CLUB 10 PUSH LOFTIS CASE 


Withdrawal of Charge Declared 
Against Constitution. 


DID HE TWIST WIFE'S ARM? 


Witness Tells of South Shore Country 
Dance Incident. 


As members of the board of governors of 
the South Shore Country club were figuring 
yesterday on when the hearing of the case of 
Samuel T. A. Loftis could be set, they re- 
ceived new testimony of the incident at the 
weekly “ hop’’ on Thursday night, on which 
the charge against the diamond merchant 
is based. 

A member of the club who was at the 
dance and was a witness of the affair cor- 
roborated part of Mr. Loftis’ denial. That 
is, he said the latter did not strike his wife. 
But he said it was not altogether a peaceful 
meeting between the husband and wife in 
the doorway of the ballroom that evening. 
“Mrs. Loftis was standing talking with 
some friends,”’ said this witness, ‘‘ when her 
husband appeared in the room. He seemed 
excited to say the least. He walked up to | 
her and said loudly that he wanted to go 
home and ‘she should accompany him at 
once. Mrs. Loftis remonstrated, calling her 
husband's attention to the fact she had sev- 
eral dances engaged and she did not want to 
bolt them unceremoniously. 


Tries to Drag Her Out. 

“At this Loftis seized her by the arm and, 
it appeared to bystanders, gave a powerful 
twist, tugging hard ali the time to drag her 
along afterhim. Mrs. Loftis cried ou®*n pain 
and struggled loose. Her husband repeated 
his demands that she leave the clubhouse 
with him at once. and on her attempt to per- 
suade him to tarry a little longer. he grabbed 
her arm a second time. Mrs. Loftis’ cries 
this time brought a crowd of men around. 
who took the husband away to another room 
and cooled him off. Friends of Mrs. Loftis led 
her to a retiring room and made her com- 
fortadie there.”’ 

The hearing of Loftis on the charge which 
he says has been withdrawn, although prom- 
inent members of the club declare this im- 
possible, would be held on Sept. 14 in the 
ordinary course of events. However, it is 
uncertain whether it can take place then. ag 
President Frederick Bode of the club may 
not return to the city in time. Other mem- 
bers of the board also may be out of town. 
**T understand the charges have been with- 
drawn by the men who made them, but that 
makes no difference, for they must be heard 
by the board,’ said Samue! G. Hatch, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Illinois Central 
railroad, chairman of the clut’s house com- 
mittee. ‘“‘It was & regular procedure and 
the board must decide what action, if any, 
shall be taken against Mr. Loftis.”’ 


Charge Can’t Be Withdrawn. 

“The charge cannot be withdrawn under 
any circumstances, a the board must de- 
cide the merits of the case,’’ said B. M. Win- 
ston, a member of the board. ‘‘ Some sort of 
action will be taken.’’ 

In addition, club members who would 
not consent to the use of the names de- 
clared that the club as an organization 
would not permit any ‘ whitewash ’’ on the 
part of the directors, and the directors them- 
selves, according to good authority, are de- 
termined to sift the charges thoroughly. 
The weight of evidence appears fo be against 
Loftis, but he says he will defend himself 
against them and if possible prevent his ex- 
pulsion from the club, which Is conceded {if 
the charges are proved. 

Messrs. Booth and Taylor, who formally 
signed the charge and who, Loftis alleges 
later whhdrew them in a letter which he per- 
sonally delivered to Mr. Hatch—a statement 
these complainants will not discuss—it is said, 
are not the principal witnesses against Loftis 
and merely were prevailed upon to sign the 
charge so that the proceeding would not be 
the least bit irregular. The real complain- 
ants are said to be several of the many wit- 
nesses of the affair. 

* I talked a bit loud to my wife and insisted 
that she accompany me home, and she was 
determined to have another dance,’ said 
Loftis. ‘If the case comes to trial 1 believe 
I will make a defense, because it frould be

Loss of Preserves on Lakes Opposed by 


Attempted Ruse,

Springfield, I1]., Aug. 28.—[Specia!.]—Act- 
ing Gov. John D. Oglesby today called upon 
Sheriff James A. Norris of Tazewell county 
to preserve the peace and prevent an out- 
break at Spring and Thompson lakes, where 
hostilities are threatened between hunters 
and fishermen on one side and employés of 
hunting and fishing clubs on the other. Gov. 
Oglesby also discussed the situation with 
Assistant Attorney General! Dempcey. 

A telegram from Representative Chiper- 
field, advising the executive department of 
the seriousness of the trouble, spurred tte 
acting governor to action. The message was 
signed by all the members of the lanca in- 
vestigating committee. 


Fight Over Waters Cause. 


The méssage to the acting governor de- 
clared that violence.was threatened and that 
the rights of the state to-the navigable lands 
was in peril by an alleged plan of the sports- 
men's clubs to bulld dikes and shut the lakes 
off from the Illinois river. The fishermen are 
fighting this move. 

Acting Gov. Oglesby replied to Chairman 
Chiperfleld’s message, saying: 

‘Upon receipt of your communication I 
notified the sheriff of Tazewell county that 
he would be héld responsible for the preser- 
vation of peace at these lakes. I further 
have referred your telegram to Acting At- 
torney General Dempcey. and asked him to 
investigate.” 

Trouble Brewing Long Time. 

While trouble has been brewing at Spring 
Lake for several weeks, it was thought until 
today that the danger of open hostilities had 
passed. When it was announced recently 
that the state was preparing to claim titie 
to all the navigable waters within its con- 
fines, it is said the officers of the hunting 
and fishing clubs at Spring and Thompson 
lakes, near Havana, prepared to construct 
dikes to disconnect the lakes from the IIIi- 
nois river, hoping by that plan to defeat any 
action which might dispossess them of their 
valuable preserves. 

Hunters and fishermen along the river at 
once prepared to resist the suilding of tne 
dikes, which also would prevent them from 
entering upon the waters of the lakes.

‘FOREST METHODS 


| BRING HOT CLASH 


Commerce and Labor Official 
Says Pinchot’s Men Have 
Suppressed Facts. 


“NOT SO,” IS THE ANSWER. 


———— 


Accuser, Asked for Proof, Also 
Charges ‘‘Dreaming”’’ in Con- 
servation Projects. 

— 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 28 —[{Special.)J— 
The charge made by Ormsby MoHarg, as8- 
sistant secretary of the department of com- 
merce and labor, that there are vast supplies 
of timber in the United States and that 
while the forest service has been put in pos- 
session of facts to prove this it has refused 
to make them public, was denied today by 
Associate Forester Price. 

“ The charge is untrue in all its parts, both 
\ as to the extetence of such facts and their 
concealment,’’ declared Mr. Price. 

“That this charge should be de by @ 
public servant in high office is,’ id Mr. 
Price, ‘‘against public interest \and de- 
moralizing to the public service. If Mr. Mc- 


: 


interest and in the public interest, establish 
its truth conclusively and at onee. I shall 
gladly codperate with him tn lending all aid 
possible in an investigation of the records 
of this service. 

‘The records of the bureau of the census 
and of the bureau of corporations he can 
command without my codperation. If Mr. 
McHare’'s statement is untrue through error 
he will, in his own interest and in the public 
interest, so state and at once.” 


Dreamlike Methods Are Charged. 

Mr. McHarg had flatly contradicted the as- 
sertions of the forestt service that the lumber 
supply of the country will virtually be ex- 
hausted in another generation if the present 
rate of cutting is not curtailed. 

“There is enough timber standing in the 
state of Washington alone to supply this 
country for fifty years,’ he sald. 

Vast supplies remain in other states, said 
the assistant secretary, sufficient to maintain 
a supply for a much longer period which 
could not and need not be estimated. The 
abundance of the forests was such that the 
alarmist statements as to the approaching 
exhaustion of supply was utterly unfounded, 
he asserted. 

‘*Methods too dreamlike are being pur- 
gued in our forest adminstration, “ Mr. 
McHarge declared.”” It was attempted to 
designate what tree the logger may cut down 
and that which he may not. No knowledge 
of logging is applied. Men who are doing 
the practical developing work of the west 
are hindered and thtwarted, and you hear 
nothing but cursing from them for the 
present methods of forest conservation. 

‘Out near Cheyenne recently a woman 
on a forest reserve and cut 
rails for a smal) corral. The forest service 
have had her indicted for this heinous crime. 
What do you think the attitude of every 
man in that community Is toward the forest 
service? That's the feeling you encounter 
throughout the west.”’ 


Defends Policy of Reclamation. 

In defense of the forestry department's 
policy of reclamation Mr. Price had this to 
say: 

‘“* We take from our forests each year, not 
counting the loss by fire, three and a half 
times their yearly growth. We take forty 
eubic feet per acre for each twelve cubic 
feet grown; we take 260 cubic feet per capita, 
while Germany uses thirty-seven cubic feet 
and France twenty-five cubic feet. Since 
1870 forest fires have each year destroyed 
an average of $50,000,000 worth of timber. 

“The young growth destroyed by fire is 
worth far moré than the merchantable tim- 
ber burned. An average of only 820 feet of 
lumber is used for each 1,000 feet that stood 
in the forest. And year by year through 
careless cutting and fires wé lower the ca- 
pacity of existing forerts to produce their 
like again. or totally destroy them 

“ The condition of the world supply of tim- 
ber makes us dependent upon what we’ pro- 
duce. We send out of our country one and a 
half times as much timber as we bring in. 
Except for finishing woods, relatively insig-

Pinchot Backed by Seattle Congress.

GRAVEL ROOFS SPREAD DIRT? 


Architect Fox Suggests New 
Cause of Chicago’s Dusty Air. 


FINDS COATING INCH DEEP. 


Accumulation Ready Prey for Every 
Wind That Blows. 


CKarles E. Fox of the firm Marshall & Fox, 
architects, has a new suggestion of the origin 
of much of the dirt in the air of Chicago. He 
blames gravel roofs. Asa remedy, Mr. Fox 
points out that in addition two cleanliness in 
the streets and chimneys the roofs be 
watched. 

In the congested districts the architect de- 
clares there is an inch of a mixture of soot, 
sand and gravel on the roofs. From the top 
of @ house at 8334 Prairie avenue Mr. Fox 
has collected a specimen exhibit, which is 
shown to contain practically every form of 
dirt.

ditions.

How dirty ought one to expect 
a city to be when the roof of practically every 
structure in the congested districts is cov- 
ered with an inch of this product?

TIENTSIN, July 20.—The awakening of 


China. 

I am in the midst of it here in Tientsin. 
The yellow giant hag his almond eyes open. 
Yea, he has sprung from his bed and is fast 
drawing on the clothes of our civilization. The 
rute and filth of the old city are disappear- 
ing and macadamized roads, electric trolleys, 
and fron bridges are taking their places. The 
old wali, forty feet high and twenty feet wide, 
gray with age, has been torn down, and a 
broad avenue, as smooth as the drive in 
Rock Creek park in Washington, now runs 
around the great city. There is a car line 
upon it, and its motormen have driven the 

_ passenger wheelbarrow coolies quite out of 
- business> 

_, The tearing down of that wall was one of 
. the rude blows which made Tientsin-rouse up 
and take notice. It was done by the foreign 
troops at the time of the Boxer rebellion, and 
that notwithstanding the protests and pray- 
ers of the natives. The Chinese became 
_@reatly excited and said that destroying the 
walls would ruin their city. ‘‘ A town with- 
, out is,"" said they, “is like a woman 
without a kootsu—that is, without panta- 
—.. It is disgraceful and it cannot suc- 

Nevertheless, the powers took the pants 
off Tientsin, and since then the old munic- 
ipal lady has been trotting along at tele- 
Sraphic speed. The macadamized road on 
the site of the walls has been copied all over 
the place,«and there are clean streets every- 
where. The city has grown far beyond the old 
walls and a great new town has sprung up. 
with factories and foundries and modern 
schools of every description. The Chinese 
pabobs have built magnificent residences, 


jgome of which are of two or three stories, 


d they now ride about in their carriages, 
th coachmen and footmen in livery. 


‘= Big Traffic Center. 

Tietsin is the New York of north China. 
Tt is the chief port for the great plain and the 
thickly settled regione north and west of 
Peking. Tributary to it is a population of 
100,000,000, or more than all the people of 
the United States, and ite connection with 
this vast mass of consumers is rapidly being 
opened up by railroad. I came here from Man- 
churia on the imperial Chinese railway, go- 
ing through the great Chinese wall at Shan- 


hai-kwan, and I shall go in a comfortable | 


train on to Peking. A road from there is 
now building which takes one northward 
through the great wall to Kalgan, Mongolia, 
and which will eventually be connected with 
the Transsiberian railroad. Another road 
has.been projected from here south through 
the most thickly populated parts of China 
down to the Yangtse, and in time Tientsin will 
have traoks radiating from her as our roads 
éo from Chicago. This city now has perhaps 
1,000,000 people. What it will have in the 
fature I dare not predict. 

Just now business is bad all over China. 
The low price of silver and the financial dis- 
tress which has prevailed throughout the 


world have stopped the progress which the 


city was making until about two years 
ago. This is only temporary, and Tientsin 
soon will be again on the boom. 
Ten Cities in One. 

The great powers of the western world 


| fully realize the importante of this city, and 


they have business representatives on the 


_ ground. There is a large territory outside the 


native settlement which has been taken by 
them. Much of this was seized just after the 
Boxer rebellion, when China was foroed 
to submit. As it is now, every one of these 
powers has its own little city here on the 
banks of the Pei-ho. Each concession has 
{ts police, its consular court, its town hall. 
and its own troops. One sees companies of 
Japanese, German, and French _ soldiers 
marching here and there through the streets. 
The British have a regiment of Highlanders 
who show their bare knees and flirt their 
short skirts in the faces of the natives, and 
Russian Cossacks, with great fur caps, gal- 
lop through the city on horseback. 

There are altogether ten different settle- 
ments in the combined city, so that one may 
visit a half dozen nations in the jinrikisha 
ride ofa morning. These foreign concessions 
have magnificent buildings, many of which 
would be considered fine in London or Paris. 
The hotel structure in which I am stopping 
Would be good in New York or Chicago, and 
there is an English clubhouse adjoining it 
which must have cost several hundred thou- 
sand dollars to build. There are magnificent 


bank buildings here, representing millions 


of dollars of capital, and there are stores with 
late glass. windows filled with all sorts of 
uropean and American goods. 


Where the British Live. 
In the British concession where I live isa 
large public park, where the military bands 
Sive open air concerts, and it has also golf 
+STounds, tennis courts, and parks for foot- 
ball and cricket. Tonight the club Is giving 
& dance, and by turning off the electric light 
in my room I can see the bare necks and

There are 
Many Japanese merchants who have come 
here to engage in trade with the Chinese,

Preciation of the great movements which are 
Going on among. the Chinese. ‘The real prog- 
res# is in the native city and in the vast sub- 

rbs which are growing up on the opposite 
side of the river. During the last four years 
there has been a greater educational devel- 
opment in Tientsin than almom anywhere 
else in the world. This is a broad statement, 
but the facts justify it. 

Since the Boxer rebellion millions of dollars 
have been invested in school bulldings and 
schools of all kinds have been established. 
I took a drive yesterday, going past struc- 
ture after structure of brick Or stone and 
cOvering acres. All are devoted to schools 
and in them are being taught the sciences of 
our civilization. There are kindergartens 
and primary schools, secondary and gram- 
mar schools, manual training schools. and 
technical academies, as wells high schools 
and a large university. Tientsin has now 
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twenty night schools, attended by those who 
cannot go during the day. 
Schools for Girls. 

I find many girls’ schools here in Tientsin. 
Woman's education has never been encour- 
aged by the Chinese, and today almost no 
Chinese girls, taking the vast population into 
oonsideration, are going to school. In the 
new schools of the province of Chihli there 
are ninety-nine boys to every girl receiving 
instruction. Girls’ schools, however, are be- 
ing started, and the center Of the movement 
is here. I understand that about 10 per cent 
of the Tientsin schoo! children are now girls 
and that their schools ‘embrace all gradeg 
from the kindergarten to the high school. 
There are also normal schools, where Chinese 
girls are being trained for teaching the pri- 
mary schools; and there is a school of domes- 
tic economy, where they learn cooking; sew- 
ing, and housekeeping. 


Medical College for Women. 

The only medical college for women tn 
China is in Tientsin. It was established by 
Yuan Shih Kai, and is supported out of the 
saltrevenue. Saltisa government monopoly 
and one of the chief sources from which the 
government funds come. This medical schoo] 
is an academy rather than a college. It is 
to train women to act as teachers in med- 
ical schools which are to be established, 
to fit girls as matrone for the new hospitals 
and as aids in the new sanitary work which 
is to be carried on throughout the empire. 

The head of the college is Dr. Yamei Kin, 
a Chinese woman of 25 or 30 years, who waé 
educated in the United States. She spent a 
part of her life in Washington, and came 
here with a stro indorsement from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Dr. .Yamei Kin is a grad 
uate of the Medical College of New York In- 
firmary for Women and Children, the edu- 
cational part of which institution has sirfte 
been merged into the Medical College of 
Cornell university. She speaks English flu- 
ently, and I had a moet interesting talk with 
her today conegerning the schoo! and its pos 
sibilities. 

It was in company with Mr. Williams, our 
consul general to Tientsin, that I called. 
We found the school in the old Chinése city 
on a street so narrow that we were crowded 
to the wall by the carts and jinrikishas as 
we made our way in. Entering a low door, 
we came into a compound filled with many 
one-story buildings of Chinese architecture. 
The roofs were the shape of a bow, and they 
overhung brick walls, in which were lattice- 
work windows, backed with white paper. 
They seemd old, and upon inquiry I found 
that they had been used for more than one 
hundred and sixty years as a Chinese orphan 
asylum. The asylum was founded by an em- 
peror who reigned more than thirty years be- 


| fore our Declaration of Independence was 


signed, and the institution has been kept up 
with money furnished by the Chinese govern- 
ment: from then until now. Dr. Kin tells me 
that there are still one hundred and eighty 
girls in it, and that it admits about one hun- 
dred orphans per year. 
Women Doctors for Chinese. 

Durihe our stay Dr. Kin took us over the 
institution, saying that the orphan asylum 
had been moved to buildings on the opposite 
side of the river, and that these buildings 
were to be devoted from now on to her school. 
There are enough of them to accommodate 
hundreds of pupils, although 80 far only 
twenty-five have been admitted. Said Dr. 

ei Kin: 

> Waenee doctors are greatly needed in 
China. Our customs are such that it is not 
proper to call in men to attend women, and 
in most of our cities there are neither female 
doctors nor trained nurses. The few Chinese 
women who have received medical education 
abroad have all and more than they can do. 
Those trained in the mission schools are 
largely employed in the mission hospitals, 
and it is almost impossibie for us to get 
Chinese women teachers for this inatitution. 
As it is now. we do not claim to be a college. 
We are rather 4 medical academy, and we 
give such an education as is common in 
England and America for district visiting 
nurses. The institution is supported by the 
government and the tuition is entirely free. 
Our students will enter the government serv- 
ice as soon as they graduate, and they will 
work for the government for a fixed number 
of years. For this they will receive salaries 
and afterward, if they wish to practice as 
physicians, they will always have more than 


they can do.” 
Profession for Widows.

Sne must live with her par- 
ents-in-law, and if they are not kind she 
may be 4 drudge or a sieve. Some of our 
widows are young, and some have families at 
home. With @ medical education they can 
r own living.” 

ar ~~ visited the classrooms I saw a 
Chinese professor teaching the anatomy of 
the brain, with @ human skull on his table, 
and was shown @ white skeleton in a cage at 
the back of the room. I happened to giance 
at the feet of the students, and remarked that 
they were unbound. e doctor replied: 

“None of our girls is allowed to compress 
her feet. They take their bandages off when 
they are admitted, and are rejoiced at their 
freedom. Many of the more advanced of 
them have never bound up their feet, and I 
believe that this will be the case With all 
Chinese giris in the not far distant future.”’

Speed of Two Bostonians on Mont 
Blane Amazes the Veterans. 


HARDLY PAUSE FOR REST. 


Guides Have Difficult Time Keeping 
Up with the Yankees.

CRNEVA, Aug. 28.—Freeman Alien and 
Duke Smith of Boston have just completed 
a series of brilliant ascents of the Mont 
Blanc range, and by their speed in climbing 
have astonished expert Alpinists—guildes 
anc tourists. 

Setting out from Chamounix with two 
guides, the Americans reached the ‘Alpine 
hut on Col-du-Midi, about 11,000 feet up, 
where the party spent the night—a cold one. 
At daybreak the next day they ciimbed to 
the summit of Aiguille-du-Midi, 12,608 feet 
high. and on the same morning ascended 
Plan-d’ Aiguille, which is a little lower. 

Night Spent in Alpine Hut. 

Anotier night was spent in the Alpine hut 
of Couvercle, about 8,000 feet in .altitude, 
and, setting out at 2 o'clock the next morn- 
ing.

18,540 fee: high, which Is rarely climbed, as 
on an average one man in four who attempts 
the ascent is killed. 

On this dangerous mountain, which ig con- 


acruss the one path to the summit, many 
guides refuse to go up. Aiguille-Vert has 


not been climbed by an American before in 
eleven years. 

The summit must be reached before the 
power of the sun begins to loosen the rocks 
and start stone avalanches.

SECRET MEETING IS BARED 


Italian Police Arrest All Who Attend- 
ed Big Session of the 
Camorra.

ROME, Aug. 28.—The Camorra of Naples 
has held an important meeting which had 
as its two main objects to appoint a suc- 
cessor to the famous, or infamous, Erricone 
and to discuss the measures to be adopted to 
guard members from injury through the re- 
cent inquiry made in Italy by Police Lieut. 
Vachris and Detective Crowley. 

It is reported that at this meeting held

BERLIN. Aug. 28.—The remaining days in 
Europe of countless thousands of home- 
ward bound Americans are being made mis- 
erable with worry over what is likely to 
happen to them and their baggage when they 
reach the New York custom house.

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IMAGINARY BATTLE IS WON 
BY RUSSIANS OVER GERMANS. 


Theoretical Invasion Demonstrates, 
However, Necessity for Strengthen- 
ing’ Fortifications on Finnish Coast. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 28.—The war 
maneuvers on a vast scale on the plains be- 
tween Gatchina and Narva have this week 
occupied the czar and leading generals. The 
infantry march to §8t. Petersburg and the 
entire scheme was remarkable for political 
candor. The czar’s strategic advisers started 
on an assumption that, while at war with 
Germany before the navy could have béen 
sufficiently reconstructed to defend even 
the upper coasts of the gulf of Finland Ger- 
man warships were assumed to have con- 
voyed transports to Narva, where they de- 
barked an invading army within a hundred 
miles of the capitol. 

The invading force under Gen. Nikitin 
sent an army across the country to due south 
of Gatchina, where Gen, Daniloff’s de- 
fending army had its base, It was Gen. Niki- 
tin’s alm to make a flank attack from Narva 
on the defending army drawn forward from 
Gatchina bY anf attacking corps on its south. 

The umpires decided that the attacking 
force had made the outer positions of the 
S&. Petersburg defenses untenable, but that 
ample reinforcements had been brought up 
in time to defeat their fing! effective advance. 
This verdict was doutbless framed 4s a per- 
sonal consolation to Emperor Nicholas, but 
the all important fact is that the maneuvers 
are used as a convincing argument for pro- 
ceding with the Russiafication of Finland. 

If a Russian fleet held Sveaborg, the rocky 
stronghold outside of Helsingfors, no in- 
vading convoy could advance within 200 
miles of Narva. The imperative necessity of 
converting Sveaborg into Russia’s strongest 
place of arms in the north is all the more 
urgent, as Cronstadt is mow recognized as 
obsolete and topographically impossible as 
@ fortress owing to the long range of modern 
artillery and the use of submarines and swift 
déstroyers. 

The friends of Finland will plead in vain 
against this invasion of their rights. The 
fact that the Finnish legislature is not only 
persistently Soolalist, but anti-military, 
makes it impossible for the czar’s ministers 
to leave Russia in any danger on the Finnish 
mainland behind Sveaborg..

NEW MINISTRY IN GREECE 
FOLLOWS REVOLT OF SOLDIERS 


Garrison at Athens Mutinies, Alleging 
Favoritism in Promotion of Officers— 
Camp in Outskirts of City. 


ATHENS. Aug. 28.—As a result of disturbed 
conditions and the mutiny of the local gar- 
rison today. because of dissatisfaction with 
the ministry and conditions in the army, a 
new ministry was formed this evening. 

M. Mavromichalis, ex-minister of war, suc- 
ceeds M. Rhallis as premier. He also as- 
sumes the portfolio of foreign minister and 
temporarily of war. M. Triantafyallako, 
former minister of justice, has been appoint- 
ed minister of the interior; M. Topalis min- 
ister of justice, and M. Eutaxias minister of 
finance. 

Quiet reigns in the capital and the prov- 
inces, but the mutinous soldiers are atill en- 
camped on the outskirts of the city. 

There has been marked unrest among the 
officers of the Greek army for some time 
on account of alleged favoritism and slow- 
ness in the promotion of juniors. Four cap- 
tains, leaders in the movement for the re- 
organization of the army, were arrested last 
night. 

A deputation of officers waited upon Pre- 
mier Rhallis yesterday to submit a program 
of, the reforms demanded by them, but the 
premler refused tO receive them on the 
ground that among them were officers who 
had been punished for rebellious conduct,

Mauretania on Present Trip to Inaugu- 
rate an Innovation in the Transatlan- 
tic Passenger Service.

London Experts Optimistic of 
Financial Outlook as Be- 
\ tween U. S. and England. 
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Tariff. Action in America Ex- 
* pected by Authorities to

LONDON, Aug. 28.—Financial experts in 
London také a favorable view of the inter- 
mational monetary situation, especially as, 
between England and America. A highly 
Qualified authority said today: 

“ No doubt there will be certain demands 
for gold. es usual, this autumn on the part of 
the United States, but it will not be so vast 
an amount beyond that required for the 
things we want from your own people. and 
Shall have to pay for. I think myself the 
Europcen supply of money is ampie tor ail 
Beceasities, and any demand for legitimate 
purposes will be readily and freely met. 


No Cause for Apprehension. 

“TI see no reason for entertaining a feeling 
of appreheneicn as to the future, even though 
the demand for gold in America should be 
accentuated by the abundance of crops and 
the need of moving them promptly to mar- 
ket. The reluctance of bankers to discount 
American bills of exchange which was mani- 
feasted last year in consequence of the mone- 
* tary crisis no longer, in my opinion, exists 
tO any great extent. It is recognized here 
that our financial! men have hed a great deal 
caution instilled Into them by the late 
experience. I don’t think the balance of 
trade in favor of America will be much great- 
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@r than jast year in comparison. It can’t well 
be made with 1907, because your bankers 
had a waming early in the year of the com- 
ing crisis. Money supplies for purchase of 
imports were, therefore, more or less cur- 
talled. 


“Your mercantile stocks now are low, 
your dealers having largely refrained from 
buying. It would, therefore, seem a logical 
conclusion, now that the tariff is settled, that 
buying for importation should be much stim- 
ulated. 

. “To me the international business situa- 
tion looks absolutely favorable. I deliber- 
ately leave Wall street out of calculation, 
because it does not figure seriously in the 
Matter at all.’ 


Plenty of Money to Britain. 
Another responsible observer said: 
“There is a great plenty of money on thie 

side and nothing at all abnormal in the situ- 
ation. Of course it is the continual South 
American and Egyptiarmrequirements that 
will draw most heavily upon British lendable 
capital. Egypt probably will want more than 
its usual share,b ecause of the great cotton 
crop which is promised, but I don’t know 
that this will disturb the loan market here. 
Much as I believe the feeling of doubt as to 
American credits is over, I can’t venture to 
epeak positively until] bills of exchange be- 
gin to appear in connection with new im- 
ports.

The pagoda was built by Kanishka. one of

_ side, together with a stucco frieze adorned 


with seated Buddhas and hundreds of square 
earthen plaques almost Babylonian in di- 
mensions. . These are covered with blue 
vitreous glaze and bear individual letters 


‘in the Karoshthi. script, but so broken up 


that nothing has yet been made out of them. 
Digging further Dr. Spooner unearthed 


»@ stone burial chamber, which was recog- 
‘nized as the home of the relic in honor of 


which the pagoda was originally built. The 
roof had fallen in and one block of stone 
had partly crushed a small bronze casket 
in the corner. The casket was seven inches 
high by five across and green with the cor- 
rosien of centuries. 


Delicate Carving Is Found. 
When the bronze was cleaned there 
emerged figures of delicate carving, with 
Kharoshthi inscriptions in fine indented 
curves between. The top is curved, and 


carved in the form of the lotus, in the midst, 


of which are figures of the seated Buddha 
and iwo worshiping Bodhisattvas. Around 
are carved geese chasing each other in flight. 

Below the lid are a number of bronze 
figures, chief among which is a standing 
figure in princely- guise, judged to resemble 
the image on the coins of the Emperor 
Kanishka, whose name appears in the in- 
scriptions on the casket. Another name, 
hardly less interesting, is that of the Greek 
craftsman of the. casket—Agesilaus, head 
engineer in the Vihari (monastery) of Ka- 
nishka in the Sugarama (collection of pago- 
das and monasteries) of Mahasena. 

The bottom of the bronze casket was 
broken. revealing the edge of a transparent 
rock crystal. This, extracted with the ut- 
most care, proved to be a smaller casket 
wrought in hexagonal form, five inches long 
From the top had fallen 
an earthen sea!, bearing the device of an 
elephant, believed to have been the emblem 
of the royal house of Kanishka, and within

Steamship People See Falling Off 
in Number of Passengers.

HOPE FOR THE FUTURE, 


Next Year Expected to Show Heavy 
Increase in Travel. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 28.—The steamship mana- 
gers confess they seé little cause for. un- 
usual rejoicing over the present season of 
trangatiantic traffic. Though better than 
last year, it has been disappointing as com- 
pared with that of 1907. 

All of those, however, who have been asked 
for opinions on the subject express the most 
confident expectation that 1910 will exceed 
in this respect the best year in the past his- 
tory of steam service between the two hemi- 
spheres. 

“The ocean passenger traffic was a good 
deal less this year than In 1907,"’ said Gustav 
H. Schwab today at Berkley. ‘‘ We hope, 
however, for a great improvement next 
year. One of the chief causes of the slack- 
ness in travel is the uncertain business situ- 
ation. Hundreds of mercantile travelers 
deferred their usual summer visit to Europe 
or America, but chiefly the former, so long 
as the actual nature in the changes in the 
tariff are unknown. 

“The same uncertainty affected largely 
also a number of those who crossed the ocean 
for other purposes than business. The peo- 
ple have continued cautious in their expendi- 
tures, even many of the rich, until they 
could feel perfectly assured of general pros- 
perity returning. 


' Tariff Blow to Germans. 

‘' AB to the effect of the tariff revision in 
Europe, I find the Germans greatly disap- 
pointed at the slight reduction and, in many 
instances, the lack of any reductions in 
duties on those articles in the manufacture 
of which they are especially interested. 
However, they shrug their shoulders and 
£0 ahead with renewed energy, glad, at 
least, that the whole matter is settled et 
last, as they hope for a term of years of 
general business prosperity.” 

Mr. Echwab was asxed whether the Ger- 
man Liveyd line was contemplating the con- 
struction of any new ships similar to the 
Olympic and Titantic. He answered in the 
negative, saying their fleet now is so large 
that no important additions are needed for 
sonie yeers to come. He expressed the 
Opinion that two things henceforth would 
limit the further extension of the size of 
steamships. The first is the fact that no 
piers are in existence in New York for ves- 
Seis Of greater length than the Mauretania 
and that it is doubtful whether the bigger 
accommodations could be afforded by any 
European port. The second is that the diffi- 
culty in maneuvering steamships increases 
in propcrtion to the size. 

Although the transatlantic business has 
been, on the whole, disappointing, it is never- 
theless a fact that the westward rush just 
now is as great as in former years. Nearly 
all of the desirable accommodations on the 
principal lines are booked at least three 
weeks in advance. It is not expected, in- 
deed, that the pressure will be lessened unti] 
the first week in October. 


Visitors Stay Shorter Times.

Northwest reports indicated that receipts 
would be much larger this week, and this was 
@ beer factor which outweighed everything 
else. Thrashing returns are generally sat- 
isfactory, and while some traders are look- 
ing for a smaller crop than indicated a month 
&go receipts will be heavy for a time at least. 
Low temperatures weer reported in western 
Canada, but no apprehension was excited, as 
the crop is too far advanced to permit of 
much injury. Minneapolis wheat stocks were 
a Standoff for one day, and probably from 
now on stocks wil! accumulate for some time. 
The country was said to be offering. durum 
wheat freely at Duluth. The tone of all the 
northwestern markets was heavy and con- 
tributed to the weakness here. 


Russian Exports Are Smaller.

Last year I saw many poor 
fields where I have seen one this year. Missouri 
has lost by floods all increase in acres In corn, but 
the state wil! score far better than the 208,000,000 
bushels in 1908."’

The coming of “‘ The Circus Man ” to Mc- 
Vicker’s theater last evening might be 
termed the firing of the first gun in the new 
season campaign, if, any longer, there is 
such a thing as a new seeson in this day 
when theaters remain open from year end 
to year end. There was a time, and it is 
not long past, when the majority of Chicago 
theaters were enshrouded in linens and 
darkness from June until September, emerg- 
ing from the gloom only with the coming 
of Labor day, the recognized date for the 
formal opening of the season. 

“However, that custom has been discarded 
and the closed period now depends entirely 
on the bookings obtainable. The lure of 
the summer park has become so potent that 
only the most meritorious type of indoor 
entertainment can cope with it successfully.

ground, where our anchor can catch. We want to know our goal 
and the direction in which we have to steer. Ail this must be supplied 
by geligion, and where our knowledge is insufficient faith steps in. 


Religion is inborn in every soul in the sgme way as gravity is an 
inalienable part of all matter. Every particle that exists is interlinked 
with the whole of the cosmos.’ It is swayed by it, it is attached to it, 
its momentum is determined by it in the exact proportion of its 
weight, of its position, and generally of its relation to the All, ' 

The innate energy of every particle, every atom, presses forth 
in one direction or another beyond its own limits as if it were yearn- 
ing beyond itself. No piece of matter is an existence in itself, its 
nature and its. movements are conditioned by the rest of the uni- 
verse and it can find the fulfillment of its longing only outside its 


‘own being. 


In the same way every sentient soul yearns beyond itself and 
becomes easily conscious of the fact that it\ie only a part of an im- 
measurably great whole, of the All that stretches forth into un- 
known infinitudes, and that the significance of its life lies outside 
the sphere of its ego. This All feeling of the individual, this panpathy 
is religion, and religion is a natural presence in every human breast. 


Religion grows up in unconscious spontaneity and it asserts 
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itself first in sentiment. It is so strong that it may be counted as 
the deepest passion of which man is capable. It is possessed of a 
motive power which excels all other passions, and can, if misdirected, 
lead to deeds which otherwise would be impossible, such as sacrifice 
of what is dearest to the heart, even the bodily sacrifice of oneself 
or of one’s own children on the altar of a deity who is believed 10 
demand such offerings. @ 

But religion is not merely feeling. Religion enters into every 
fiber of man’s spiritual existence, and throughout the development 
of human actions it remains the factor which adjusts the relation 
of the individual to the All. It grows and matures with the growth 
and maturity of man. It weaves out of his experiences a world con- 
ception in which it appoints him to his place, assigns his duties, and 
furnishes direction for his conduct. 

The function of religion, however, goes deeper still. This en- 
tire world is the actualization of eternal types. It develops accord- 
ing to law and brings into existence those possibilities which in phi- 
losophy are called Platonic ideas. Accordingly man is not a mere 
congeries of atoms, he is more than a corporeal conglomeration of 
matter, he is the actualization of the type of his personality; his 
essential and characteristic being consists in the ideas he thinks, in 
the aims he pursues, and in the significance which he possesses for 
the great movement of human life. 
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In every one of these is something eternal that has made its ap 
pearance in corporeal and visible shape, and no thinking man will 
identify himself with the dust of his hody, but he will seek his real 
being in the significanee of his spiritua] nature. 

Religion reminds us of the eternal background against which the 
fleeting phenomena of .the material world take shape. This eternal 
is the essential part of life that transfigures the transient in which 
it is actualized. . 

Man is not born a philosopher,- but he grows up from primitive 
conditions and is compelled to act and adjust his conduct even be 
fore he knows the world or himself, and so religion, which as'we have 


seen animates his entire, being and unconsciously dominates all his | 


sentiments from the bottom of his heart, comes to him in the shape 
of allegories and symbols, He first feels religion before he formu- 
lates it in doctrines, and the first doctrines are naturally mere form- 
ulations of the symbols wherein truth first dawns on him. 

But the higher man rises, the better he understands how to dis 
tinguish between symbol and truth, between letter and spirit, between 
the parable and its meaning. In the dogmatic state we were like chil- 
dren, being nursed with fairy tales and parables; but in the state of 
mankind we shall see face to face and shall have a clear and un- 
equivocal comprehension of the truth.

OOD health is the condition sine qua non of the 
enjoyment of al) inherited and acquired powers 
of life, to which every other blessing is but 
subordinately contributive. ‘There is no sub- 
ject entitled to so much consideration by local, 
national, and international administrations, and, 


though it is the greatest of human interests, ~ 


yet it is only of recent times that the subject 
has received much attention. ; 

There is some hope that the long continued 
efforts of our American Medical association to 
have the chief of the federal health depart- 
ment a membér of the president’s cabinet may 
6o0on be realized, and that the national board 
of health may be an independent department, 

not a mere division of the treasury department. 

The national department of health ought to have supervision and 
control of all bureaus that are concerned, indirectly as well as directly, 
in the promotion of the general welfare and health of the public. 
All county, municipal, and state health boards should be subordinate 


to the federal department and governed by uniform laws, except where 
and when local emergencies require special mules. Eachschief should 
be alorte responsible for his bureau and report semi-annually all the 
vital and other statistics to the chief or secretary of the national 
health department. The subdivisions of the state boards should cor- 
respond to those of the federal department. | 

The present division of the Bepartment into bureaus might be 
amplified as needed. Thus the department may have the following 
bureaus: 

A federal bureau of laboratories for scientific research in etiology, 
pathology, and prophylaxis of diseases, for the manufacture of vac- 
cines, serums, and anti-toxins to be distributed free of charge in order 
to cure, check, and prevent the spread of infectious and contagious 
diseases; for hygiene, quarantine, etc. 

A bureau of hospital] service, transferring the marine hospital serv- 
ice from the treasury department, and the bureau of medicines ani 
surgery from the navy department. 

A bureau of vital statistics, including also registration of physi- 
cians and surgeons, druggists, chemists, and pharmaceutical manufac- 


turers, 


A bureau of education, now of the interior department, should also 
determine such problems as the physical. and mental development, 
idiosyncrasy, etc., of children and their fitness to enter school. 

A bureau of immigration, now of the department of commerce and 
labor, should be under control of this department in order to prevent 
the introduction into the country of diseases, vices, and crimes. 

A bureau of labor, now of the department of commerce and labor, 
should secure better sanitary conditions and protection for the indi- 
vidual in the pursuit of his occupation, regulating the number of hours 
per day and the number of years for each occupation and worker so 
that no harm may result; the age and condition of the worker and 
his fitness for any particular occupation should also be determined 
by the federal, state, and local officers of this bureau. 

A bureau of agriculture, which was a bureau of the interior de- 
partment until 1887, when it became a department by itself. As its 
ultimate object is really to promote the health of the citizens by rais- 
ing healthy live stock and growing agricultural products for whole 
some food, it should be under the department of health. 

A -bureau or fish commission, now of the department of commerce 
and labor, having for its object the improvement of fish as a food for 


Value of Friends in Business. 


HO are your friends, young man? 

Please don’t mix this practical question, that 
is of so much concern to the every day young 
man in business, with that archaic, “ A man is 
known by the company he keeps.” Just as we 
have outgrown constitutions, statutes, stage 
coaches, and sailing vessels, so many of those 
old, cherished maxims and epigrams of a gen- 
eration’ ago have lost their application. 

Today if the young man beginning his life 
work wishes to judge of his own progress, there 
is no surer compass,than that with its figura- 
tive dial set round with his worldly friends 
and acquaintances. 

Practically there is no such thing as a basi- 
ness friendship, if between the parties to it the element of business 
competition exists. Ordinarily in the case of ostensible friendship in 
such a case, that man who does not sacrifice “friendship” to “ bus!- 
‘ness ” will be regarded as just so much less a good man of business. 
Therefore it becomes necessary for the young man making self-inquiry 
of himself in relation to his workaday friends not to lay undue stress 
upon this word “friendship.” “ lriendliness” in general is the better 


word. 
In offices almost without number any new recruit may expect in 


another candidate for preferment, if only he stays long enough under 
satisfactory records. 

Numberless influences already may have attracted members of the 
organization into small and smaller cliques, each more or less out 
of sympathy with the others. With which of these will the recruit 
ally himself? Will he “ boost,” or will he “knock”; or, almost worse 
than either, will he preserve an individual, noncommittal attitude, rec- 
ognizing neither of the other influences? 
that he is under a cool, calculating surveillance? 

But there are few young men of warm blood who have not a 
desire to make friends among their fellow workers. Youth by instinct 
is sociable, but in such a situation as this the young man must appre- 
ciate that accordingly as he affiliates with fellow workers who may 
have aligned themselves against the wishes of the employer, he must 
anticipate that this employer will pass judgment in certain measure 
upon him, perhaps long before he has a chance to prove his individual 
merit as a worker. 

It is just here that in most concrete form the young man faces 
that self-questioning, “ Who are my friends here?” Of no less sig- 
nificance, too, is the further question, “‘ Who are my enemies?” And 
always these answers must be gauged and tempered with that other 
question, “ Why and how did I make them so?” 

It has been the experience of thousands of young men—and old 
men, for that matter—that enmities have been encouraged through suc- 
cessful, satisfuctory handling of the worker’s individual duties imposed

upon him. That other man in the organization who may have reason 
to feel that except for this new recruit and his showing, his own 
chances for promotion would have been much better, eannot warm te 
his competitor in even the social sense that might seem merely respect- 
ful in the office routine. This the young man may smile at. 

On this same subject of enmity, it may concern the young man 
far more seriously and lastingly if through some opportunity to lend 
to making a black mark against a worthy fellow worker he commit 
himself to some underhand, pettifogging, small action which would 
shame him to acknowledge openly. His victim never may know of 
the action, but it is almost impossible that some one else in the organi- 
gation will allow the incident to escape him. And always the action 
will be an unpleasant memory to the young man guilty of it. 

As to friendly relations with his fellow workers, the decent young 
man, in measuring the fellow with whom he would like to be friendly, 
and yet hasn’t won over to him, this question of “Why?” is doubly 
significant. 

In just the degree that the decent, honorable young man has fai'e? 
to attract the friendliness of other decent, honest fellows in his organ- 
zation, he must rest assured that something is wrong with himself, 
If three, or five, ov a dozen of these men have fraternized on a footing 
of understanding, and the yoyng man recruit fails in reasonable time 
to accomplish a social recognition in at least partial degree, it is the 
fault of the young man, What is that fault? What are those cumu- 


lative faults? 


man, properly also belongs in the department that looks after pri- 
vate and public health. 

A bureau of sanitation should establish as many sub-bureaus as 
may be found necessary for the well being of the people; for purifying 
the air from smoke and other contaminations in cities, towns, and

A bureau of marriage, to prevent the transmission of hereditary 
diseases, and the hereditary cumulation of mental and physical de- 
fects in individuals who have the same peculiarity or predisposition; 
to issue marriage licenses apon due examination of the candidates to 
determine their fitness for each other, and for the continuance of @ 
healthy progeny. 

There is no doubt that the plans of distinguished mien who have 
thoroughly studied this subject will benefit mankind and make prac 
tical the minutest details of the ways and means to secure the greatest 
health and happiness to the greatest number of our citizens.

Can he “see” an “apparent purpose” 
in the birth of hydrocephalous children and 
other deformities? Can he ‘“‘see’’ an ap- 
parent purpose in the vestigial organs of 
man and other animals? 

“In a word,” says Prof. Conrad Guenther 
of the University of Freiburg in Baden, 
“the vital force raises so many new diff- 
culties that are not raised by the mechani- 
cal conception that we are bound to prefer 
the latter. Selection is precisely proved in 
a most striking way by the imperfectness 
of the adaptaticns.”’

However, Mr. Thompson himself admits 

his “‘ reading-of evolution ”’ is not new, for 


he says: 


‘The theory that mind instead of neces-. 


sity or chance was the arranging and har- 
monaing force of the universe dates back 
to a Greek, Anaxagoras (500-428 B. C.). 
Flato taught that mind was the orderer of 
the universe/nnd that the soul preceded or- 
ganization.” 

It is true that many evolutionists believe 
natural selection does not account for all 
the modifications and variations of the 
forms of animal life. Darwin himself ad- 
mitted the possibility of other modifying 
factors. Hugo de Vries, the German bot- 
anist, has demonstrated within the last few 
years that species sometimes change by 
mutations or by sudden leaps. He found 
that the “ freaks" or “ sports” of mature 
could be cultivated so asto become distince 
species,- breeding true to their kind. But 
Mr: Thompson says: 7 

There is no absolute proof of any spe- 
cies having descended from another.”

tropical animals in what are now the 
frigid polar regions unable to foresee that 
the climate there would not continue to be 
tropical? 

“The theory of descent,” Mr. Thomp- 
son says, “does not account for patriot- 
ism.’"” What is patriotism but an evolution 
of the instinct for mutual protection which 
is quite common among other animals be- 
sides man? 

**In short,” he says, “ mechanical causes 
cannot produce or explain intelligent, har- 
monious friendship, rational love relations, 
or any other psychical experience.’’ How 
does he know that? Does he know all the 
“laws '"’ of physics? In facta plausible ex- 
planation of the physical causes of psychic 
experiences has been given by Dr. John 
L. March in a recently pubtished book en- 
titled “A Theory of Mind.”

Notwithstanding Mr. Thompson’s belief 
that the processes of nature are purposive, 
he makes an exception of the human will, 
which he believes is free, but that the will 
of other animals is not. “If the hu- 
man will is no more free than, that of the 
higher animals,”’ he says, “‘ why are the 
latter in subjection to the former?’ Is it 
not because of the superior intelligence of 
man rather than the lack of will of animals 
to vanquish man? 

He intimates that there are no hybrids 
“except as the results of human agency.” 
Botanists are aware of the existence of 
many hybrids in nature which have not. 
been produced by man. But if man can 
produce them, as Mr. Thompson admits, 
he must do so tn accordance with the proc- 
esees of nature and there seems to be no 
valid reason why nature unassisted might 
not do the same thing. In fact it does, 

—~— 

“If one species has descended from an- 
other,”’ he asks, “‘ why has nature discon- 
tinued the process?’ It has not. More 
than twenty years ago Hugo de Vries 
found the evening primrose of Lamarck 
growing wild in Holland and it already had 
produced two new and distinct species. 
Later he actually discovered it changing 
by mutation to another species. 

In fact, De Vries holds that species are 
always formed by mutations or sudden 
leaps instead of by imperceptible modifica- 
tions. Although he has produced evidence 
which has convinced practically all biolo- 
gists that new species may be formed by 
mutation it is not the generally accepted 
belief that all new species are formed in 
that way. 

Guenther cites another case of the forma- 
tion of a new species in a comparatively 
short time: 

“In the year 1419 rabbits vere introduced 
on the isle of Porto Santo, near Madeira, 
and increased until they became a plague 
of the country. But the descendants have 
become unlike their ancestors and differ 
from them in their peculiar color, ratlike 
shape, small size, nocturnal habits, and ex- 
traordinary savageness. But the most re- 
markable point is that they can no longer 
be crossed with the European rabbit. and 
have. therefore, formed 2 new species in 
this comparatively brief space of time.”

bility between the two ideas. 

In the mountains one must cast off 
little things; these cascading rivers and 
Upper Yosemite cataracts wash away 
from one’s mind thick accumulations of 
dust. But they are a fit preparation for 
great art; and in this glorious wilderness 
above the world I may summon my crowd- 
ing memories of a great man, our master 
in sculpture, and the life work through 
which he has immortalized the spirit of 
his country and his age. 

Two years ago, one of those August days, 
TI was in Cornish, when a friend brought 
me word that Saint Gaudens was dying\up 
there in his house on the hill. Both sorrow 
and joy were in the message—sorrow for 
a loss that darkened the day, joy for the 
end of long suffering, for a career trium- 
phantly rounded out and finished in this 
world so full of failures and half lives. It 
was a warm, bright afternoon; I walked 
out alone into the mellow woods, still wet 
with last night's rain. 

Far away the bell of the little village 
church was slowly pealing for some serv- 
ice, and the silver sound of it grew intoa 
dirge, which may be now set down in print 
as the text of my discourse.

The art of Augustus Saint Gaudens ex- 
presses a race and an age, and yet carries 
that race and that age, out of our Iit- 
tle groove of time and place into the uni- 
versal and eternal. The Art institute ex- 
hibition—any exhibition of his work—proves 
his nineteenth-twentieth century Ameri- 
canism; but it proves also his instinct for 
the unity and harmony of life; it shows 
that we are as authentic in beauty as the 
Greek or the Florentine, playing as rich 
a part in the pageant of the centuries. 

To add glory to fame, to divine and ex- 
press and perpetuate the heroic spirit ofan 
age—this is the supreme service of art. I 
remember my first view of the galleries 
of ancient scuipture in Rome; though I 
had read more or Jess Roman history, it 
was never alive for me until those statues 
of warriors and emperors made them my 
friends and neighbors, revealed to me the 
heart of the world they conquered and 
ruled. In a still higher sense the Par- 
thenon sculptures give us the uplift of 
the wings of Greece in the divinest moment 
of her most heroic day. 

What if these monuments had not been; 
what if the great moment hac passed while 
art was dead or sleeping! Greece and 
Rome would be today as moldy as Car- 
theage in the world's memory—forgotten, 
obliterated, sterile, unproductive—and we 
should have been none the better for their 
heroism, 

The art of Saint Gaudens achieves for 
his age this service—he makes its heroism 
fecund, psoductive; he gives our aspira- 
tion to the future in forms so perfect that 
they can never die. To the realism of his- 
tory which shall tell over and over the 
story of our civil war he adds the glory of 
his Farragut, his Lincoln, his Shaw, his 
Sherman; through these shall remote ages 


know and bless us, and be inspired to ful- - 


fill our hope, even though all the thousands 
of tomes shall have faded into dust. 
~> 
And it was not only the heroic aspect of 
life which appealed to him, but also its 
more intimate domestic phases. Not only 
did he make colossal statues of rulers and 


warriors, but also delicate bas-reliefs of . 


children, of couples grown old in quiet, 
happy marriage; of Bastien Le Page at 
his easel; of Mrs. Stanford White in her 
bridal veil and bridal joy; of Stevenson 
at work in the bed which held him cap- 
tive so many years. Wonderful portraits 
these, each one a rounded symphony, com- 
plete, harmonious, beautiful; each one pre- 


senting with high truth not only an individ- 
ual, but some aspect of the everyday life 
of his time—its hope, patience, pathos, 
kindliness. 

And not only these—not only the heroes 
and the friends were divined by his art, 
but also the secret longings, the struggles 
of faith and doubt, the profound spiritual 
problems of ap age the most inquiring 
and inventive in the history of the world. 
The Victory who leads his Sherman is no 
classic spirit. She*belongs to modern 
democracy by the special quality of her 
faith and love, as does the angel ta the 
Shaw mcnument by the special quality of 
her tragic pity. The angel in “Amor 
Caritas’ looks forward to the brother- 
hood of man—foresees i eads with the 
world for it, divines it imfthe heart of the 
world. : 

The caryatids for the Buffalo Art gallery— 
his latest work—give us our own feeling 
for the joy of life, a new, exuberant gayety 
which begins to awaken after Puritan 
centuries of suppression. 

But more profound than these in its ex- 
pression of the spiritual feeling of his time 
—perhaps in this spiritual eloquence the 
most wonderful statue ever modeled—is the 
great bronze figure at the tomb of Mrs. 
Adams in Washington. This silent, enig- 
matic, half veiled woman holds in heart 
both the Faith and the Doubt of our in- 
quisitive, creative, eager, restiess age, and 
also the Peace that Mes déeper than faith 
and doubt, that stills all passions as the 
depths of the sea still its storms. Like 
the Sphinx, she is the Question and the 
Answer; she is our hope and despair, our 
grief and joy. As far as frail humanity 
may sound the infinite, she sounds it for 
us; and to the end of time she will utter 
our question in the ear of the world. 

Saint Gaudens, who was with us but yes- 
terday, may be still too near for final judg- 
ment; no contemporary can utter the ver- 
dict: of time. Yet, measuring his achieve- 
ment by that of the giants of the past, it 
would seem that he, as grandly as any of 
them, expressed in enduring bronze and 
Marble the heroic life of his ‘time. He 
“tells the tale of the tribe’’ to the next 
age, to all ages, and we, who have watched 
him tell it, must acknowledge that, in the 
deepest and highest sense of the word, he 
tells the truth:

It is eight years since a race between the 


admittedly two fastest trotters in the world 
was contested, the last affair of the sort 
being one over the Brighton Beach track in 

1, in which the starters were Cresceus 
end The Abbot. They carried records, re- 
spectively, of 2:02% and 2:03\. Cresceus won 
the first heat of that race In 2:08%, which 
stood’ until last Wednesday;-as the best mile 
ever trotted ina race. But the finish of that 
mile was by no means as close as the one at 
Cleveland in two seconds better time. And 
when it is recailed that this Cleveland mile 
not only was far faster than any other race 
performance, but that it was within a quarter 
of a second of the best record for a trotter 
without a pacemaker in front (the 2:01 of 
Lou Dillon). one begins to comprehend what 
sort of a trotter Hamburg Belle is. 

But the second. heat in 2:01% was even more 
wonderful than the first mile in 2:01%. Sev- 
eral things make it so. In the first place, 
Hamburg Belle made all the pace, and to 
shqw that the first mile (two seconds faster 
than any other trotter ever went under like 
conditions) did not take much out of her. she 
stepped the first half of the second mile in 
‘590%, the second quarter being done in :29, 
or at the rate of 1:66 to the mile. It was 
after trying to beat a mare with that sort 
of speed that Uhlan, himself a horse of cham- 
pionship caliber, wént toa break. Then Ham- 
burg Belle came home alone in 2:01%. estab- 
lishing for herself a championship in the 
matter of a tace of two heats not likely soon 
to be disturbed. 

Cuts Down Sweet Marie’s Time. 

The best previous two heats were 2 :04%, 
2:03%. by Sweet Marie. their average being 
©:044%. while the average of the Hamburg 
Belle race is 2:01%. ar 2% seconds better than 
that of Sweet Marie—a difference 50 great, 
when the starting point is 2:044, there is no 
comparison between the two performances, 
That Hamburg Belle should come back @ 
second heat in 2:01% after Uhlan had made 
a break at the half mile pole and been dis- 
tanced is far more wonderful than that she 
should have compassed the opening heat in 
2:01\%, and that is.the part of the performance 
that shows her rea! class as compared with 
all the other trotters that ever took part 
in a race, because she trots a second heat 
full two seconds faster than the best of her 
predecessors in the championship list was 
able to cover the distance under like-condi- 


tions. 
That second heat, it should be remembered, 


previously had been-done in a race, taking 
the bést previous performance, the 2:03% of 
Cresceus, for the measure. In other words, 
Hamburg Belle trots a first heat two seconds 
faster than the best first heat on record, 
and then comes back with a second heat 


the best previous second heat. 
This is an amazing performance, astonish- 
ing even to the purtisans of Hamburg Belle. 


And the second heat is the one 
to look at al! the time, because it means a 
good deal more than the first one as showing 
the complete supremacy of the winner, not 
only over the horse that opposed her but 
over any other trotter the world has seen 
when -{¢ comes to racing.mile heats. It is

Sally Sim- 
mons, dam of the Belle, had a race record 
of 2:13%, and she was by Simmons, 2:28, son 
of George Wilkes, 2:22. As Axtell, grand- 
sire of Hamburg Belle, was by William L., 
gon of George Wilkes, the present champion 
trotter traces directly to Wilkes on both sides 
of hcr pedigree. Uhlan goes to Electioneer 
through Bingen, 2:06%. He is the best of 
his family; he was the fastest 4 year old geld- 
ing (race record) and he beat so much qual- 
ity in the fields he met last summer—all 
aged horses—as to stamp himself nothin 
less than a wonder, !

Son Follows in Father's Footsteps. 

Perhaps in no other trade, save possibly 
that of the bricklayers and stonemasons, 
does the “habit’’ send the son into the 
father’s vocation with such frequency. Pos- 
#ibly itis a custom dating back to the old 
days when the carpenter taught his son 
the trade without restriction or direction 
from an organization. Perhaps it arises 
from a desire to keep the standard of the 
trade as high as may be, and from an ap- 
preciation of its desirability as an occupa- 
tion. 

But whatever the reason, the father often 
brings up his son to follow in his footsteps, 
and occasionally a carpenter is found who 
can count back for three, four, or five genera- 
tions of ancestors, all of whom followed the 
same trade for a livelihood. 

In this way, though modern conditions have 
altered most trades, the carpenters have re- 
tajned the principal characteristics that 
marked them decades ago, before machinery 
be mill-work changed the nature of their 

employment. They are of the same sober 
"hardworking type that worked at the trade 
a century ago, and in an age where the 
average workman shifts from one to another 
kind of work half a dozen times in a life- 
time the carpenter who sticks at his craft 
from apprenticeship to the end of hig days 
of activity stands out as @ noteworthy ex- 
His papers of indenture often con- 

in a life’s employment. 

(ier teow trades may this be said with 


gee the end of his sour years the apprentice 
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becomes a journeyman, if he has learned 
his trade. Every opportunity to learn and to 
improve himself during these early, forma- 
tive years, must begiven him. The contract- 
or to whom he is bound must have satisfied 
the joint board of arbitration that he is a 
good, responsible man, fit both as regards 
workmanship and morals to have, charge 
and control of the training of a young boy. 
He must be qualified to develop the man as 
well as the workman; and the schooling of 
the apprentice during the non-working years 
is devolved upon him. Failure to qualify in 
all or any of these respects renders him unfit ‘ 


to have an apprentice. 
Thus, the boy at 21, or less, should have 


. learned the trade and have grown into a 


fairly well educated young man. If he has, 
and #atisfies the board of his qualifications, 
he is accepted into the organization as a 
member in good standing and his wages 
take a bound from $11 a week to $4.50 a day. 

On the fifth of July the Chicago scale was 
advanced to 60 cents an hour, which for an 
8 hour day makes $4.80, and for the week of 
652 hours, $31.20. Double pay is given for 
overtime. To earn this he must be a pro- 
ficient workman, satisfactory both to his em- 
ployer and to his fellow workmen.. Great 
aptitude for the work, here as elzewhere, will 
win certain recognition, and the best of the 
craft find the way open to promotion to the 
regponsible positions.of foremen and superin- 
tendents. 

- * 
Good Chance to **Get On." 

All foremen must be members of the organ- 
ization, and they come from the ranks of the 
men who began as apprentices. Their wages 
are a matter between them and their em- 
ployers, being as much higher than the regu- 
lar wage scale as theirability may demand. , 

From workman to employer practically is 
only one step in this trade, and the step is 
taken with a frequency that proves that the 
carpenter has a good chance to “ get on.” 
With care and economy the first class work- 
man can readily find opportunity in his 
position to blossom out as a contractor, and 
cure this change has been made the way to 
fortune lies open before him. Practically 
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all of the smaller contractors and many of 
the greater ones began life as regular work- 
men, sufficient proof of the opportunities 
that exist. The majority, of course, do not 
rise after this manner. But this is true of 
every sort of occupation under the sun. 

The day has passed when the carpenter was 
@ master craftsman who could and did make 
with his own hands and tools the material 
that he used in building. Forty years ago 
this is what hedid. Beams, pillars, and other 
heavy pieces were fashioned with the ax and 
adz. Window frames and doors were cut, 
fitted together, and put in place by the car- 
penter in the building where they were to be 
used. Even the carving of ornamental! 
pieces, molding, etc., was done by hand by 
the most skilled of the workmen, the orna- 
mental rails and posts of the Northwestern 
station stairway being specimens of work 
carved by hand at the time the station waz 


bullt.

Building Industry Suffers First. 

Modern conditions, involving a demand for 
greater speed in building, and the universal 
introduction of machinery, have changed ail 
this. .The more intricate parts of the car- 
penter’s work are done by machinery in the 
mill. The doors and frames come to the 
building ready to be put in place, and the 
carpenter has come to require less skill in 
his craft. The old guard, which turned out 
by hand every stick of woodwork in @ build- 
ing, deprecates the modern carpenter's claim 
to craftsmanship; the new order smiles in- 
dulgently and—makes more money than the 
old ever dreamed of. 
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Sixty cents an hour places the wages of 
the carpenter in the forefront of remunera- 
tion for workers. Working a full year at this 
ecale the carpenter would earn $1,600, 
salary of Peano sigan San Tn 
equal to the annual income of many men in 
other professions. As a general rule, how- 
ever, he doesn’t work the year around. Noth- 


 ¢ng suffers more quickly from a depression of . 


business than the building industry, and in 
periods of slackness the carpenter is among 
those who first find themselves out of work. 

Accidents resulting in more or less serious 
injury are common enough, furnishing an- 
other cause of enforced idleness. These cir. 
cumstances tend to make the work of thé 
carpenter considerably less profitable an- 
nually than that of the man employed regu- 
larly at slightly less salary, though probably 
his annual average earnings are as much 
as in any trade of large numbers. 


The regulations under which he will work 
as a journeymen are even more strict than 
those that governed his period of appren- 
ticeship. He must not be guilty of excessive 
rushing of the work on penalty of being 
fined and ruled off the job for a year; must 
not repair, fit, or grind his own tools while 
employed; must not bring his tools to a job 
before securing work; and he may not bring 
at all any sledge hammer, spike maul, or 
patent miter box to any job on which heisat 
work. Where two or more journeymen are 
working together a steward must be elected 
from their number who in event of accident 
to a ‘workman wil] take care of the injured, 
accompanying him to his home or the hose 
pital if the case so demands, and the steward 
at any time is authorized to see the pay en- 
vélope and money received by every worker 
to make sure that he is being paid the re- 
quired scale,

Settles Down Early in Life. 


He must not work after the regular pay 
day, which is Tuesday, unless he hag received 
in full his pay for the week previous, and 
to work Saturday afternoon the steward on 
the job must secure permission from the ex- 
ecutive council. All of which means that 
the carpenters’ organization is strong enough 
to regulate and control working conditions 
in a fashion advantageous to themselvea 

Although he may find his work anywhere 
in the world where men build houses, the 
canpenter as a general rule is not a roamer. 
He settles down early. By the time bis ap- 
prenticeship is finished he is ready to think 
of making a home. 1.e saves his money, 
marries, and becomes a sober, permanent 
member of the community. 

On an average he is pretty well satisfied 
with his occupation. He doesn’t often seek to 
change. He becomes earlier than the average 
workman a steady going citizen. When the 
total of his existence is summed up he may 
not be found to be a plutocrat, but on an 
average his life probably is as successful 
and certainly it is as useful as any. And 
this ip not a bad thing to be said about any 
clasr or grade of worker. | 
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3 Some’ Old Facts in New Clothes; 
Cause of Heat’: s Strange Actions. 


By TOM W. WINDER. 


EAT ts the unknown cause of the sen- 
a sation of warmth; or, in other words, ° 
heat is simply a mooe or motion. or an 
influence by which motion is produced 
among the atoms of substances. 4 
mistion itself is imperceptible, as heat ca 
only be detected by the sense of feeling. Itis 
* @ universal force, and ts referred to as a 
cause and effect. Heat and cold are condi- 
tions and not substances. They are rela- 
tively, not absolutely, different, being merely 
bigher or lower degrees of heat. 

An increase in the velocity and amplitude of 
the vibratfons increases the temperature of 

* the body. A heated mass can impart vibra- 
tory motion to the ether which fills space and 
permeates al! bodies, and these wave motions 
of the ether are able to reproduce in bodies 
motions similar to thiose by which they were 
caused. Heat ma: partially or wholly bal- 
ance molecular attraction. 

The more obvious effects of heat are ex- 
pansion, fusion, and vaporization. All bodies 
increase in volume when heated, but a heated 
body is no heavier than it was before it was 
heated. Gases are most expansible, liquids 
come next, and solids the least. hené¢e it is 
that when solidsare heated they first expand, 
ther soften and become liquid, and finally 
vaporize. Liquids are changed into vapors, 
end gases are rarefied. 

The force with which bodies expand and 

. @ontract under the influence of an increase or 
diminution of heat is irresistible, and is one 
of the greatest forces :n nature. 


Expansion and Contraction. 


The most general effect which heat pro- 
‘@uces on matter is to expand it. The length 
~ @f a metallic bar varies with every change 
of temperature, and is always the same at the 
_@ame temperature. Take the placing’ of a 
’ Wagon tire as an illustration No hammering 
eould fit an iron hoop so tightly on the wood- 
‘work of the wheel as the simple enlarging of 
the tire by heat, and its subsequent contract- 
tion by cold. By this means it,fs possible to 
slip the tire on the rim, and then an enormous 
force is secured to bind it on. 
Expansion and contraction from changes of 
_ heat—temperature—must be guarded against 
_ tm almost every kind of structure. Your 
watch or clock would run faster in cold 


: ee weather, and slower in hot, if they were not 


| fitted with compensatioh balance wneeis and 
“pendulums... 

. If a bottle full of water be dipped into hot 

“water or held oVer @ flame a portion of the 
lHquid runs over; a glass shell which will 

float in a vessel of water sinks to the bottom 
when the water is heated, and as water is 
heated. the hotter water continually rises to 
the surface. Ifthis were not the case it would 
be impossible to prevemt explosions every 
time the attempt was orc to boll water or 
‘any other fluid. . 

_ There is. however, one most remarkable ex- 
'@eption to the law of bodies expanding by heat 

‘that of water under certain circumstances, 

“Water at zero Centigrade, at which it melts, 


contracts up to about 4 degrees Centigrade... 


This is a 
es t singular phenoménon, but it has avery. 
practical side. ‘Water, then. is heaviest at 4 
‘@Gegrees Centigrade. Accordingly, in cold 
weather as the surface of any body of water 
cools to near this point it becomes heavier 
' than the hotter water below and sinks to the 
bottom. This goes on until the whole body

He 
attributed it to a third and undiscovered m»- 
tion of the earth. but it wes afterward ex- 
piaired as the effect of the heat of the sun 
on the metal of the dom-

How the Sun 2 Cools. 

In this connection it may be stated that In 
the short 3.000 years or more that man has 
possessed historic records there has been no 
trace of variation in the solar energy; in fact. 


there is no distinct evidence of it, evens 


though the earth as a whole from being 


nearer to the sun receives in January 6% per 


tent more heat than in July. 

But.in the millions of years that geology 
carries us back it may safely be said that 
there must have been great changes. Jf 
course, the one question hardest to answer is 
how have the solar fires been maintained 
during the ages? The scientific answer to 
this is that the sun is a vast globe gradually 
cooling, but as it cools it shrinks, and that 
the shrinkage—whigh is the effect of gravity 
upon the mass—keeps up the temperature. 

The total of the sun’s heat is computed *o 
be equal to that which would be required to 
keep up 476,000 millions of millions of horse 
power, or about 78,000 horse power for every 
square yard, and the modern dynamical the- 
ory of heat shows that the sun’s mass wou!ld 
require only to fall in or contract about 
thirty-five square yards per annum to keép 
up this tremendous energy. At this rate the 
solar radius in 2,000 y@ars’ time would be 
near 100 per cent less thd@n it is now. 

Learned ecientists claim that the time wil! 
certainly come when the heat of the sun wi!) 
fall, and that it is inconceivable that the sun 
will continue to emit heat sufficient to sustain 
existing. life on this globe for more than 
10,000,000 years. Applying the same princi- 
ple retrospectively, they cannot suppose that 
the sun has existed for more than 20,000,000 
years, no matter what may have been its ori- 
gin—whether it came into existence from the 
clash of worlds preéxisting or by diffused 
nebulous matter or bythe bible theory—at the 
command of God.

‘Heat Difficult to Define. 

\There is-no immediate cause for alarm as to 
any shortage in our supply of heat from that 
source. 

© sources of heat may be. so far as is 
‘known, reduced to two—chemical combina- 
tion and mechanical force, and in all prob- 
ability the former is only a variety of the 
immensely different forms in which the lat- 
ter is manifested. 

Taken as a whole, heat is a word freely 
used, yet difficult to define. With a tempera- 
ture of 65 to 70 degrees we frequently hear it 
said: “How hot this room is! It is insuf- 
ferable."’ Water at the same temperature 
would be described as cold; a temperature of 
90 degrees in the shade we call “ intensely 
hot.” We should speak of water at this tem- 
perature ae scarcely warm; a blacksmith 
would rarely consider his iron hot at less 
than 800 degrees (red heat), and would call 
it a good heat at 2,700 degrees (welding).

Another economical argument in favor of 
the telephone is that in the country districts 
the offices could be manned by “ natives "’ 
with just as good, if not better, results than 
could be obtained by importing operators. 
The residents v.ould be wiiling to accept low- 
er wages in order to live at home. It is esti- 
mated by somie of the teading railroade that 
a saving of from-15 to 46 per cent could be 
effected in this summer. 


The recent tieup in Mexico of the National 


railways because of a strike of their Ameri- 


+can telegraph operators is pointed to as an- 


other argument in favor of the telephone. 
The possibility of a genera! traffic prostra- 
tion would have been averted, the argument 


goes, if telephones had been in use, for the 


telephones could have been manned by resi- 
dents of the country. 

The argument that the use of the telephone 
would prevent -tieups due to strikes b: opera- 
tors is based- upon the assumption that con- 
certed action by telephone operators would 
be. futile, iuasmuch asa technical education 
ig mot necessary to enable one to operate a 
telephone and the places of the strikers could 
quickly be filled.

HE couatry girl who comes to Chicago 
believing that there is a position open 
for her in every store and office If she 

‘ will but take the trouble to ask for the 
job will invariably find before she has 

oeen in the city a week that she is mistaken 
and unless she is well fortified with the coin 
of the realm she may find that force of cir- 
cumstances makes it necessary for her to en- 
gage in the most humble occupation in order 
to eke out an existence. 

Three girls who came to Chicago from a 
Nebraska farm four months ago thoroughly 
tired of country life and convinced that the 
proper place for them was in a big city, have 
now about decided that the young woman 
who can land a good job must bea “ digger,” 
and keep up heart, no matter which way the 
wind blows. 


These young women. ranging In age from | 


22 to 30 years, had lived on the farm all 
their lives, but from peop'e with whom they 
had come in contact from time to time, they 
had been led to believe that a big city affords 
opportunities that can be overlooked only by 
the young woman who has an aversion to 
work or whose ability would limit her activi- 
ties to the precincts of the farm. 

These three girls had a liking for commu- 
nity life, so they engaged quarters in a fiat, 
where perhaps twenty-five other girls make 
their home.

The oldest, 
Bertha, is simply a strong girl with willing 
hands and an inexhaustible supply of energy 
and determination when it comes to looking 
for a job.

Bertha Plays Lone Hand. 


Julia and Emma locked arms and sought 
the managers of the various department 
stores in the “loop.” the second day they 
were in town, while Bertha, more masculine 


and indomitable, started out alone in search 


of almost any kind of work, 

In and out the big stores without the least 
encouragement from any manager. the first 
two returned to their quarters in the even- 
ing disconsolate and almost ready to go back 
home after their first day's experience. They 
had visited ten stores and in.each tnstance 
found that there had been innumerable ap- 
plicants for a position before them. 

Bertha, however, got a job as waitress in 
a restaurant and her good fortune served to 
spur on the other two to be even more en- 
ergetic the next day. They started out at 
8 o'clock In the morning and after visitin 
three stores, each succeeded in getting a posl- 
tion. They were assigned to\the ribbon de- 
partment. of the store. The first two days 
they got along all right, but the third day a 
woman who called for a certain stripe of rib- 
bon and was given something else com- 
plained to the manager and Emma, who had 
made the sale, was discharged. Following 
good union principles, Julie walked out with 
her. Again they returned to the community 
home, more firmly convinced that the stories 
they had heard of the joy of working ina big 
city were all a myth. 

Bertha continued to work in the restaurant 
and suggested that the other, two might ob- 
tain a position at the same place. Julia and 
Emma, however, were loath to agree to this 
proposition and decided that it would be more 
prudent to try to get on at one of the 5 cent 
theaters, Julia as a vocalist and Emma as 
her niat on the piane. They visited

Fault Frequently Woman's Own. 


This does not mean women of independent 
wealth, or the comparatively few who have 
been trained by far seeing husbands and 
fathers to know something of money and its 
management. It does not refer to those who 
are earning their own living; though even 
among workers there is a surprising ignor- 
ance of common business forms. Many a 
girl knows better how to gain an income than 
how to manage it. It does mean the vast ma- 
jority of women living at home, whose only 
idea of money is to spend it or to sigh for 
more to spend. 

How ean such a state be remedied? Solely 
through woman's own determination to prove 
she can have a “‘ business head "’ If so desired 
Let every woman, married or single, insist 
upon an allowance, though It be a small one;

All this time Bertha was working in the 
restaurant, getting $6 a week and her meals, 
She was satisfied and begged her sisters to 
give up the stage idea and come with her. 
But they insisted that the stage was the 
proper place for them, and no line of argu- 
ment could change their minds. Julia and 
Emma visited another 5 cent theater and 
after demonstrating what they could do in 
the line of song and music the manager 
agreed to put them on at $7 a week each, The 
audience at this house, however, was a li(tie 
more critical, and -after the girls had been 
there but twe nights there were cat calls and 
other evidences that their work wae not 
pleasing. ° 

The third night the demonstration on the | 
part of the audience was such that the mana- , 
ger decided to take them off and peld each , 
the full week's salary. Then the girls con- 
cluded that the best thing to do would be to 
follow their sister's advice and get a job in 
the restaurant. 

At first they were ashamed to tell of thelr 
failure on the stage, but after the oldest girl 
had persistently inquired they admitied that 
they had failed to please and that the mana- 
get of the theater had advised them to seek 
some other aeeepn ee. 


Department Store the Finish. 

Friday morning Julia and.Emma eccompa- 
nied Bertha to the restaurant and, after be- 
ing introduced to the proprietor, he agreed 
to find a place for them washing dishes, with 
the prospect that they could be given posi- 
tions as waitresses within a few weeks. 
Both held the job for five weeks, but became 
tired of that kind of work and later obtained 
@ position in a department store and are still 
there. 

* We have about decided that we were mis- 
led as to canditions before we came to Chij- 
cago,’ said one of the girls. “Of course, 
when a girl grows up on a farm she often be- 
comes tired of the quiet life and believes that 
excitement would be more to her liking, so 
it is to the big city for her. But we had been 
told that a young woman would be able to ob- 
tain a good position in almost any store if she 
would but ask for it. Our experience has 
taught us that this ig not true. Two of ue 
tried our luck on the stage because we are 
musically inclined, but were much surprieed 
to receive the reception that was accorded 
us the third night we appeared. 

“ We did not think that we were stars, but 
we did fecl that we were good enough to hold 
a job in a cheap theater. However, it is 
perhaps best that we did give up the stage 
even if we had to wash dishes in a restaurant 
for a time. Now we are doing well, and I 
suppose we shall remain in Chicago for a time 
at least. But the farm stil) looks good to us, 
and it may be only « question of a year or so 
before we return there.”

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Wanted in’ Electric Field; DE 
Many Paid to Attend Schools: 


By ROBERT KUHN .FAST. 


HAT there will be incpgased opportuni- 
ties in the electrica) field for enterpris- 
ing men is the opinion of many of the 

; managers and executive officers of the 
i electric light, heat, and power com- 
panies. At the recent national convention of 
the American Electric Light association one 
of the prominent leaders in that vast industry 
said that the future operating conditions of 
electric plants will demand more men of 
ps knowledge, sound views, and superior 
ability. 

There has been a remarkable increase in 
the general use of electricity. While it oc- 


cupies an industria! field of much-importance. 
by itself, in the:construction and operation. 


of lighting, power, and-railway plants, elec- 
tricity also occupies an important place in 
other fields, and is fast becoming the main 
factor for light, heat, and power in almost 
every branch of industry. During th» last 
fifteen years the use of steam power in man- 
ufacturing has increased but about 186 per 
cent, a good percentage of the increase being 
for power to drive electric generators, ‘while 
the us¢ of electric power in manufacturing 
has increased about 7,202 per cent. 

Small plants operated independently are 
being concentrated under one management 
for economical reasons. The utilization of 
water power for energy in generating has at- 


tracted immense amounts of money. for ‘ 


power plants at points where water power is 
abundant, the transmission lines being car- 
ried to users hundreds of milesaway. These 
conditions create a demand for men of broad 
experience and training in paanpont, prac- 
tical, and executive work.

Men ia All Branches Wanted. 

While it is generally admitted that the pos- 
sibilities are great for successful careers in 
the electrical fleld, it is often said by those 
who are hesitating to enter it that the supply 
is equal to or greater thanthe demand. That 
such a condition does not exist would appear 
from the fact that many of the companies 
are not only endeavoring to find the right 
kind of men but are discussing and planning 
methods of education to enable men to prop- 
erly prepare themselves for the work, and to 
develop any adaptability they may have for 
it.. In some cases this is done even at the 
expense of the company. 

The call is for men with technical as well 
as practical training, and also for capable 
and ambitious young men who need guidance 
and encouragement in their preparatory 
studies. Men are wanted who can become 
expert in economic production, distribution, 
and maintenance in electric plants; men of 
broad knowledge and education who will not 
foHNow the lead of many strictly technical 
men and fall into an electrica! rut. 

The preparatory education necessary to 
produce such men is just now receiving as 
much attention as questions relating to the 
production of electrical power. Whether 
they should have a classical edudation and 
a knowledge of the modern lapguages, or 
not, are questions that are causing a lively 
discussion. 

A significant sign of the times, indicative 
of the present trend of electrical] study, is 
that 40 per cent of the graduates this year 
from the Massachusetts Institute of Tech-

Paid While They Learn. 

Under the working pian the student will 
be paid living wages during the two years’ 
course, receiving $15 per week the first year 
and $20 per week the second. The company 
pays the expenses of the school. It will be 
hard work, as the cars run every hour of 
the twenty-four and on Sundays and holl- 
days, anc the men who undertake it should 
be physically capable. 

The plan should work to the advantage 
of both student and company. The student 
has a chance to try out in a practical way 
his ability and capacity for the work and 
to decide whether or not he is suited to it. 
The company also has an opportunity to 
study the men and judge or their adaptabil- 
ity and capability. 

To give the apprentice a comprehensive 
knowledge of the operating teatures of an 
électric railway he will be given thorough 
instruction in the several departments that 
cover the electrical, the maintenance of Way, 
the equipment, and the transportation : 
phases of the work, spending several months 
in each. 

In the electrical department he will be- 
come familiar with electrical and steam en- 
gineering, the conduit and feeder systems, 
and the character and disposition of the 
cables by which power is transmitted from 
thie power house to the cars running over the 
tracks. 

In the maintenance of way department he 
will do tleld work in connection with the 
laying of tracks and paving, surveying, the 
renewal of rails, and the efficient and eco- 
nomic handling of men, and work on the 
design and cqnstruction.of fireproof car 
barns and other buildings.

Fitted for Good Positions. 

The equipment department will bring him 
into touch with the car barns and repair 
shops, where he will study the maintenance 
of car equipment under operating conditions, 
the care of armatures, commutators, field 
coils, and general work in blacksmithing, 
lathe turning, and metals. 

In the transportation department he will 
be taught the operating of a car, and act 
as motorman and conductor, and become 
familiar with its entire mechanism. He will 
also have a thorough experience in the 
routine office work, in making up reports on 
car equipment, accidents, etc., and in time 
keeping, auditing cash receipts from con- 
ductors, and the details of regulating the 
service under emergency conditions. 

It is expected that when the graduate ap- 
prentice completes this practical course of 
training he will be a very desirable candidate 
for responsible positions in the executive and 
operating departments,

NE of the hardest situations of the. 
worker who has made place and esal-

“Things in there have not bes satisfac- 
tory,” this business head may explain. ‘ The 
whole department needs a shaking up. We 
want to infuse new blood and activity into 
the head of the department. We want him 
to take initiative, especially. We want him 
to do something—to do it now!”’ 

Could anything be more calculated to give 
this new head a cold spine and chilled feet? 
Remember, he isn’t acquainted with his 
office staff personally, and without knowl- 
edge of his organization in individual tem- 
perament.and capacity it is almost inevitable 
that he will be misunderstood. | 

He cah't expect this force to realize his

The great majority of baby carriage buyers, 
on the other hand, who live in crowded tene- 
ments and are accustomed te buying “ fold- 
ed articles "—folding bede; folding tables— 
buy also folding go-carts. Such carts are 
generally cheaper than. the elaborate baby 
carriages. But besides being cheap, they are 
the most comfortable for the family, though 
often. most uricomfortable for all others. 

It is these folding go-carts that many fami- 
lies take along with them every Sunday 
when they ge out toa picnic. It is this class 
of carts that causes the conductor to forget 
himself at times and ‘‘ say things.” dhe 
passengers in the car, too, are among those 
annoyed by it..

It ts here, how- 
ever, and in the Italian district that the milk 
commission is doing most good, and where 
the demand for its services is constantly in- 
creasing. 

The Jewish Aid society, 500 South Morgan 
street, distributed during the year 1908 157,686 
bottles of milk among the poor of its district, 
which is the largest number sold tn any one 
station in Chicago. The next largest number 
of bottles was sold by the Mary Crane nur- 
sery, Ewing and Halsted streets; ite sales 
numbered 130,482. The Northwestern Uni- 
versity settlement, in the heart of the Polish 
district on the northwest side, follows next 
in number with 81,236 bottles. 

In the district “ back of the yards” the 


number of bottles which were bought by, 


mothers for their babies is much smaller 
than in any of the above named. Here, ac- 
cording to an attendant of a station, the ig- 
norance and fear of the mothers form a for- 
midable wall which its not easily bseken 
down. The result of this is seen in the enor- 
mous infant mortality which marks this dfs-

The sleeves were modest in size 
and fairly short, only half way to the elbow and they 
were caught up on the outside with ribbons, and from 
beneath them was a long close sleeve of fine lace. 


With this gown was a long loose cloak of the 
same shade of satin lined with a deep shade of pink 
rinon, and made quite simply, with big comfortable 
sleeves and a huge soft hood that could be drawn up 
over. the head.

To Remove Scorched Spots. 


If the laundress is carelees enough to scorch 
any fire garment these spots may often be 
removed by simply laying in the direct rays 
of the sun fot several hours. If they are ob- 
stinate, dampen them with cold water sev- 
eral times while they are in the sunshine. 

If by any chance any member of fhe house- 
hold is unlucky enough to become entangled 
with sheets of sticky flypaper, he may be 
rescued therefrom by a plentiful use of pure 
alcohol with a liberal mixture of house hold 
ammonia. For slight contact with the fly- 
paper kerestne is a quick and sure remedy, 
as it cuts away the stickiness instantly. 

Mildew spots may usually be removed by 
repeated soakings in sour milk, and one good 
housekeeper avers that the only way to ban- 
ish obstinate mildew is by means o fdiluted 
Javelle water, followed by repeated rinsings 
in clear water. 

Ink spots are a great nuisance and there 
are various ways of getting rid ofthem. A 
fresh ink stain is infinitely easier to manage 
than an old one. Often a fresh stain may be 
almost eradicated by holding under the cold 
water faucet with the tap turned on full. 
The few. dull splotches that sometimes re- 
main afteP this treatment should be soaked 
twenty-four hours in sour milk, then washed 
in the usual way. ; 

For old ink spots try the use of cream of 
tartar. First wet the stains with hot water 
and rub into them all the cream of tartar 
you can. Leave for fifteen minutes, then 
hold the wet spots tight under a stream of 
boiling water. Repeat the process a second 
time. After the second process lay the wet 
spots in the hot sunshine for half a day at 
least, keeping them wet with water.

Slip a 
pan of coals over which 5 cents’ worth of 
sulphur is sprinkled under the barrel and 
cover top closely. Let stand al) day; then 
remove to jars with as little handling as 
poesibie; press down tightly, tie up, and 
keep in a dry, coo] place, They are avail- 
able for piles, sauce, or mincemeat when 
wanted. The sulphur kills al] microbes, 
bleaches appleg beautifully, and is harmiess. 
A fine way to preserve summer apples when 
they are plentiful and the wincer apples are 
krown to be scarce in the orchards.

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F Sensible Home Made Clothes for School Wear.| 
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By ANNA R. MOREHOUSE. 

Extreme styles that appear at any time 
are never adopted by sensible mothers for 
their children’s wear, realizing that the best 
fashions for the little ones do not change 
materially from one season to another, ex- 
cept in a general way. 

Children of all ages should be becomingly 
and comfortably dressed. The last is of the 
utmost importance. The changes in style 
that do come always will be found to con- 
form in a general way to those worn by their 
elders, as, for instance, if our sleeves grow 
smaller or larger, the children’s will show 
the same tendency; or if the lines in the 
grown up woman’s gowns are long and 
a*reight, so are the children’s. One import- 
ant thing is fo avoid over elaboration of trim- 
ming in any way. 

Materials should always be as fine and 
good as can be afforded, and no pains should 
be spared to have the work beautifully done. 
The designs chosen should be simple, and 
but little trimming used. For school wear 
most small children wear little wash frocks 
as late as possible, as it is easier to keep 
them sweet. and clean in these dresses. When 
the weather becomes really cold wash 
dresses can stil] be worn by the addition 
underneath of a perfectly plain little princess 
slip of washable woolen material. 

> . 

It is more comfortable to dress them in 
this manner than to weight them down with 
heavy woolen materials. 

The regulation little sailor suit, taken from 
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plaits is plain. The tucked yoke is of batiste 
and the dress fastens up the back. This frock 
is made of blue percale trimmed with small 
pearl buttons; the yoke is, of course, of white 
and the narrow belt is of the percale, made 
perfectly plain. 

Another practical little frock is made of @ 
buff or tan gingham in one piece effect. There 
are three box plaits laid down the length of 
the back, one in the middle and one each side, 
coming in the middle of the shoulder. ine 
geam at the underarm gores out well below 
the waist line; and the front gores to match 
it. The dress buttons the entire length on 
the left side and the trimming consists of 
@ small scallop embroidered around the 
little square neck, and on the edges of the 
sleeves. A group of rather heavily padded 
embroidered dots are put below the opening 
at the neck.

This dress would make up especially well 
in cashmere, serge, nun’s veiling, or any of 
the woolens, and instead of the embroidered 
scallops a farrow, stitched band would 
finish the néck prettily. 

Two others, both princess in effect, are good 
style for wash or woolen materials. CUnil- 
dren’s clothes should always be fitted with 
decided looseness, as their figures are so 
uniform, and any attempt to fit to the 
figure would be unattractive. The cutting 
and making of children’s clothes is an art 
distinct from the making of grown people's 
clothes, and, while In one way there seems 
o be almost no fitting necessary, great atten- 

ion must be given to getting correct lines 
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the Peter Thompson model, is always com- 
fortable and in good style; but it is hardly 
necessary to say more about it here, as 
sailor suits were so recently discussed in 
these pages. Several other attractive de- 
signs are shown which will make up prettily 
for children from 4 to 6 years for wear in 
echool. 

Most careful attention should always be 
given to dressing children in becoming col- 
Ors, and there is a wide range to choose from, 
and beautiful shades are to be found in blues, 
Teds, pinks, greens, and browns, and tans.

In length, the 
skirts should cover the knees, and besides 
thoroughly shrinking wash materials before 
cutting into them, it is often deemed wise to 
make allowance for lengthening skirts and 
sieeves. Skirts can have several narrow 
tucks above the hem, which can be let out as 
is necessary, or a deep tuck can be laid on 
the under side of the hem.

Making schoo! dresses for older girls, from 7 
or 8 to 15 years, is attractive work and a good 
many mothers make practically everything 
their children wear, their every day clothes 
at any rate. Dresses should be easy to get 
into and the fastenings perfectly put on. The 
dresses should either be one piece ones, or, if 
made in two parts, the skirt and waist should 
be put into the same band. This is a far bet- 
ter way than to allow too young girls to wear 
separate skirts and shirtwaists. 

Mohair and serge are two of the best ma- 
teriale for school dresses, and both materiais 
come in beautiful colors. The mohairs are 
especially pretty in the small checks and 
plaids and one of the dresses shown on this 
page is made in a blue and green check. A 
good quality can be bought for a reasenable 
price, and four and a half yards should be 
enough for the dress. . The skirt’ie cut In six 
gores, the front gore extending In a panel 
to the neck line.

It 
would seem as if dresses on the order of 
those just described are better than the sep- 
arate skirt and,waist; but if something on 
this order is desiréd for the older girls for a 
change, a good style skirt is shown which 
can be easily copied. It has a slightly raised 
waist line, and there is a seam down the 
middle of the front. Each section of this 
front gore is only one inch wide at the top 
and three inches wide across the bottom. 

Instead of stopping at ‘the top of the skirt. 
the material is left on for a belt, which will 
be one inch wide when finished. This is a 
novel and pretty feature and there should be 
no trouble in getting this right. The line 
of the belt is of course at right angles to th 
middle front seam. The balance of the ski 
is cut in eight gorese—making nine altogether. 
unless one calls the one in front, two, on ac 
count of the slot seam. With a skirt of this 
kind can be worn regular shirt waists made 
of flannel, nun’s veiling, or albatross, or of 
madras or a heavy weight linen. 

A long, separate coat is an excellent in- 
vestment for school wear, particularly if 
it be cravenetted. A lining which comes 
only to the waist will simplify the making 
considerably; and when this is not warm 
enough a sweater can be worn underneath.

The hair should be simply dressed, all the 
extreme and often ridiculous fashions one 
frequently sees strictly avoided. And if 
ribbon bows are worn they should be 
moderate in size. When one sees & 
small, thin face with hair which is not at 
all fluffy crowned with one of those huge 
bows which almost envelop the head the 
effect is anything but pretty. 

Simply trimmed hats, becoming in 
shape, are the right thing for school 
wear, ribbon with the addition of one or 
more quills or wings which dampness 
will not hurt, being about as satisfactory 


as anything. 
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Rings, bracelets, necklaces, and or- 
naments generally should be left at home 
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for other occasions. The girls who are 
dressed simply in good materials, well chosen 
and made, both as to becomingness and suit- 
ability, and show the evidences of proper 
care from the foundation out, are by far the 
best dressed in every way. 

Many women experience considerable diffi- 
culty In sewing hooks and eyes on evénly. 
The first thing is to remember that a gar- 
ment which is to be hooked has the material 
turned back exactly on the meeting lines. Ip 
fitting a dress the two raw edges of the front 
or back, as the case may be, are held exactly 
together, and the pinning done on the seam 
line, which has been previously marked. As 
a rule, if the garment is too tight or too 
small the alteration is made at the under 
arm or some other place than this opening. 
The garment is taken off and the material is 
turned towards the wrong side, the turning 
being made on the seam line.on both sides. 
The waist and chest lines are supposed to 
be distinctly — Bs 


If one has the hooksand eyes, which can be 
bought riveted.to a tape and are sold by the 
yard, the tape with the hooks is basted to the 
right side of the opening, so that the outer 
end of the hooks comes a good eighth of an 
inch from the edge of the fold of the waist, 
and is basted in position.

In the three hour division are boiled and 
roasted chicken. Fried beef takes half an 
hour longer. soft boiled eggs taking three 
hours, and four if they are boiled hard. Mut- 
ton is a three hour digester, and so is fried 
fish. Stewed oysters take three hours and a 
half, onions three and a half when boiled, 
also grilled sausage, boiled turnips, while 
lean roasted mutton and raw salad take three 
hours and a quarter. 

After this we come inte the zone of Indiges- 


tion with salted beef, roasted eels, stoned; 


fruit, crab meat. cocktails, and alcohol appe- 
tite teasers. Nuts take five hours, so does 
boiled suet, smoked sausage. and veal roasted 
or grilled, although it is a tenet of the scien- 
tific cooking schools that this meat is re- 
duced to half this time for digestion if cooked 
slowly on the back of the stove in a covered 
pan fer two and a half hours. It is one of 
the cases where cooking actually performs 
the work of digestion in direct proportion, 
while in other foods it fs hard to estimate, 
although it ise known that cooking aids by 
softening the foods and inducing chemical 
changes. 

As the ease with whichefood is digested has 
nothing to do with the amount of nutriment it 
contains, if one were to choose only what is 
soonest absorbed he might still be hungry 
and his body 11! nourished. 

Obviously, the foods which in some cases 
afford the most nutriment and also take the 
longest period of digestion, should be picked 
for the evening meal. By following this plan 
not only better work is insured, but an un- 
divided power is given to the digestion while

Mrs. McKinlock Ably Coached. 

“To me,” declares Mrs. John McKinlock, “a good 
game of baseball always is inspiring and, I might add, 
invigorating. And the fever daily grows more intense. 
Dr. McKimlock is one of the stanchest baseball fanatics 
imaginable, and I seem to have become inoculated with 
his near-mania. He's a most indulgent fan and my 
fair knowledge of baseball] technique was derived al- 
most entirely from his able coaching. Not to per- 
petrate a pun, the doctor hes a lot of patience, and 
when I have failed to quickly grasp a certain pley he 
has kindly explained it to me over and over again 
until light finally dawned upon me.

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MISS ENID VANDELL 
AT WORK ON THE 
SUN-DIAL ~? 


HEN the National Academy of Design 
recently added the name of a woman 
sculptor to its honorary list, Chicagoans 
in all parts of the country looked upon 
the act as a sort of personal glorifica- 
tion. For but two women have at- 
tained that high distnction and both 
are prominently identified with Chicago 

through their residence here. They studied under 
Lorado Taft at the Art institute, took high awards 
at St. Louis, and are the only representatives of their 
sex who have a part in the exhibit of sculpture at the 
Art institute. 

Bessie Potter Vonnoh is, of course, the best known 
Chicago sculptor. Her group of statuettes presented 
to the Art institute in 1895 by the Arché club are al- 
ways objects of interest. Since then she has devoted 
most of her attention to large figures. At the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, in Central park, New York 
City, she is represented by a number of pieces. Among 
them is a beautiful group, life sise, of a mother sur- 
rounded by her children. The mother is seated in a 
high backed chair holding a baby in her drms. At 
one side leans the next older child protected by her 
sheltering arm, while to the left, clinging close and 
gazing with rapture at the others, is the oldest girl— 
a picture of mother love and childish confidence. 


A second group, “Enthroned” it is called, was 
awarded a gold medal at St. Louis and the Julia A. 
Shaw memorial prise of $300 by the Society of Amer- 
ican Artists. The mother stands with her children 
nestled about her, as if conscious that her love and 
protection are all-encircling. These figures were also 
shown at last /season’s International society exhibit 
in London, and gained further renown for Mrs. Von- 
noh. °

Right to the Honor Unquestioned. 


Another fine plece of work is a statue, life sized, 
of Maude Adams as Juliet. Mrs. Vonnoh became an 
honorary member of the National Academy of De- 
sign on the occasion of the affiliation of another 
society in which she held a similar position. Her 
right to the honor was unquestioned, and for a 
number of years she was the only one of her sex to 
occupy the unique position. : 


Her home when in New York, for she spends much 
time abroad, is most beautiful. A studio building 
planned by her husband and herself was built on 
West Sixty-seventh street, just off the park. It is 
ten stories high and the home of many other cele- 
brated artists. The apartments are duplex. A large 
living room, dining room, kitchen, and enormous 
studio comprise the first floor, from which a stairway 
leads to the bedrooms above. A view of Central park 
and the Hudson river can be seen, and on clear days 
the four bridges spanning the Hast river are plainly 
viewed. The Vonnohs have connecting studios, and 
their Sunday afternoon teas are delightful affairs. 
The charming personalities of host and hostess com- 
bined with the artistic environment make the after- 
noon a memorable one. 


Less than two months ago Miss Evelyn Beatrice 
Longman was selected by the electors of the National 
Academy of Design, our American court of art, to 
serve as honorary member of that body. Miss Long- 
man, though only a Chicagoan by adoption, served 
her apprenticeship here in the studio of Lorado Taft, 
and is represented by a number of works throughout 
the city.

Recent Work Brings Distinction. 

At the Art institute is the study of her statue of 
Victory which crowded Festival hall, at St. Louis. 
The original is the possession of the Union League 
club. Her recent achievement of obtaining the con- 
tract for the bronze doors to the Memorial chapel at 
Annapolis, presented by Col. Robert Means Thompson 
as a tribute to the class of 1868, was the cause of 
her selection by the academy for distinction. The 
press in commenting upon the fact stated that her 
election was due entirely to merit and that it was 
the first time in the history of that body that a 
woman had been so honored. 


Miss Longman, in accordance with the usual cus- 
tom, gave a private exhibition and showed a number 
of her latest works, including a marble bust of Col. 
Thompsen, which has been placed conspicuously at 
Annapolis, a striking group of Faith, Hope, and 
Charity—eight foot figures in marble, to be placed on 
a mausoleum in Lowell cemetery—and her marble 
bust of a child, “Frances.” which formed part of the 
last exhibit of the Academy of Design. Miss Long- 
man’s studies have been pursued entirely in this coun- 
try, and she is especially proud of her early work 
in Chicago, though she states that ahe is a “native 
daughter” of Ohio. 

In contrast to Mrs. Vonnoh’'s studio hers is to be 
found in an old fashioned building in the heart of 
busy Fourteenth street in New York. There is no 
elevator and four flights of winding stairs lead to her 
workshop. The ceilings are high and the steep steps 
seem endless, but one glimpse into the studio drives

For Mrs. Johnston is a prominent member of Mrs. 
Clarence Mackay’s coterie of “advanced women,” 
and has devoted particular attention to the modeling 
of famous women of the “ cause.” 

Her bust of Susan B. Anthony is to be found at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and also at the 
Corcoran Art gallery in Washington, where marble 
likenesses of Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Lucretia 
Mott are as well. Mr. Taft is quoted as comparing 
his bust of the great suffrage leader with hers in 
these words: “I have tried to make her real: you 
have made her both real and ideal!” 


Other busts of American women identified with 
great movements are: Dr. Caroline B. Winslow, a 
pioneer homeopathic physician [part of the exhibit 
at the Corcoran gallery]; Dr. Helen Densmore, one 
of the earliest women journalists, who was a Wash- 
ington correspondent during Garfield’s administra- 


tion and was éent abroad by him to investigate labor® 


conditions; Mrs. M. A. Tuker, a beautiful BDnglish 
woman who attracted Mrs. Johnston’s attention on a 
vist abroad. 

Her books on the women of the early Christian 
church, which were published a number of years 
later, prove that Mrs. Johnston can recognize as well 
as model genius. All her studies have been of men 
and women who have accomplished much of value to 
the world, and her notebooks with reminiscences of 
various sittings are most entertaining.

** Weaker Sex” Well Represented. 


A sister of Mrs. Cobden-Sanderson, Miss Mar- 
garet Sanderson, Isabel Beecher Hooker of the famous 
Beecher family, Miss Emma Thursby, the concert 
singer; Mrs. Elien Hardin Walworth, one of the orig- 
inal thirteen founders of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution; Lillian Whiting, a pfoneer news- 
paper woman, and Helen Gardener, the novelist, com- 
plete the list of her subjects of the “weaker sex.” 


And the men she has modeled are no less famous: 
John Burroughs; John Hutchinson, the abolitionist: 
Dr. Bateman, president of Knox college, Galesburg, I11.; 
Dr. H. W. Thomas, who founded the People’s church, 
where he preached more than thirty years, and a 
wonderful study of her brother with features so per- 
fectly chiseled that it seems a statue of ancient Greece. 
Mrs. Johnston entertains each month and her studio 
“at homes” are notable gatherings. Artiets, so- 
clety leaders, and famous “subjects” meet to chat 
and exchange views on current happenings over a cup 
of tea. | 

Then there are two other sculptors in New York 
City who are identified with Chicago througa early as- 
sociation here. Miss Enid Yandell was one of the 
designers of the World's Columbian exposition, and 
with Mrs. Potter Palmer and the architect of the 
Woman's building was one of three women to be 
awarded a medal. A bust of the late Dr. Bull, exe- 
cuted during the last days of the famous surgeon, 
was recently shown in a Fifth avenue gallery and 
created marked comment. It is to be presented by 
Mrs. Bull to the favorite medical society of the be- 


loved physician. Cherokee Park, Louisville, Ky., has 
several examples of Miss Yandell’s work, incivding a 
statue of Daniel Boone, a large fountain, and several 
groups typical of Kentucky history.

The recent exhibition of the work of Augustus © 
St. Gaudens at the Art institute recalls an interesting é 
incident in connection with a bas-relief in >ronze that 
Helen Farnsworth Mears, another “near Chicagoan,” 
executed of him. She was a devoted pupil of his, and 
the likeness, one of the finest ever made of the distin- 
guished sculptor. Mrs. Mears’ studio caught fire, just 
after this work had beeen completed, and a number of 
her choicest possessions were destroyed, but only the 
lower half of St. Gaudens’ portrait was burned and 
the face of her beloved teacher was unharmed. So 
the portrait is even more priceless than before.

Miss Mears is the Wisconsin girl who obtained the 
prize for her conception of “The Spirit of Wisconsin ”:

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ARRY GOODMAN was just 15 years 
old when the Indian war of 1855-56 
broke out in the neighborhood where 
he lived, that portion of the United 
my States north of California which 
borders on the Pacific ocean. Yet he was the 
hero of one of the most daring exploits of that 
period of brave deeds and high courage in the 
settlement, so that his name became memor- 
able both among whites and red men. 
Young Goodman’s parente\ were simple, 
worthy people, poor and honest, who had 
left one of the Atiantic 0p which they 
thought overcrowded, for the sparsely settled 
Indian lands on the Puget sound, a region 
where only a few daring pioneers vied with 
the redskins in trapping and hunting for the 
fur companies. It was along journey thither, 
and a hard one. In traversing the great 
plains in clumsy bullock carts the westward 
travelers suffered much from fatigue, hunger, 
sickness, and anxiety caused by the hostile 
attitude of Indians 
The boy who was later to become a hero 
was at the time nine years of age. He had 
two little sisters. Young as he was he was 
useful, and helped his father as well as he 
could in building the log cabin which was 
to form the home. As he grew older he went 
with his father on hunting trips to provide 
venison for food, and on-fishing excursions 


‘on the neighboring sound. So that by the 


time that he was twelve years of age he 
knew how to handle very well either a bow 
and arrow or a rifie, and he could paddle as 
dexterously as an Indian. 

The Goodmans had settled in a rich neigh- 
borhood, and it was not long before the fame 
of the place attracted there other families. 
So many. white men came indeed that the 

dians became alarmed; they began to fear 
that this great immigration would drive them 
from the lands which they had owned so long 
without dispute. Andin order to prevent this 
all the tribes, both in the interior and on 
the coast, plotted together to expel or exter- 
minate the white settlers. 

Meanwhile the newcomers were enjoying 
their pioneer life without a thought of pos- 
sible danger. It was not until massacres of 
men and women and children occurred that 
they realized the storm which threatened 
them, and began to unite for defense. 

A friendly squaw informed the Goodman 
family of the impending danger, and at once 
Mr. Goodman sent his wife and daughters 


“to a village several miles away. He kept 


his son to help him guard the house while 
he scouted in the neighborhood and tried to 
earn the movements of the savage foe. Nor

night @ war party of Indians neared the 
place. A barking dog warned the watchers, 
so that father and son, together with a friend- 
ly Indian who was with them, managed to 
run from the house, amid a shower of arrows 
and reach their canoe which they launched 
in hot haste. 

Goon they distanced their pursuers, and 
reached the village where the rest of the 
family had taken refuge, and warned the 
people of the coming’ danger. There com- 
menced at once a hurrying to and fro, and 
men, women and children set to work to 
build a fort of clay. By the following day 


‘ they succeeded in constructing a fortifica- 


tion large enough to shelter them all. They 
provisioned it haStily, and all persons in 
their number capable of handling a rifle or 
shotgun,—women as well as men and boys— 
were called upon to aid the defense, since 
failure to withstand the attack of the red- 
skins meant a cruel death for all.

But 
he did not lose courage. The redmar came 
near the canoe which he had just cut away, 
and in order not to be discovered he mwas 
obliged to sink so deep in? the water that 
only a part of his face rose above it. The 
Indian glanced at the canoes, and unsuspéc- 
tingly returned to his howling, leaping com- 
panions.

When the last of the 
cutaway fleet was about three hundred yards 
from the shore he scrambled into the canoe 
which contained his rifle, and tying another 
large canoe to it, began to paddle toward 
the fort. Before he had taken two strokes 
the Indians had discovered him. He heard 
their menacing shouts, and looking shore-

riors gathered together In a body on the 
beach, making wilc gestures and shouting. 

Their outcry nerved him to bravado. He 
stood up in his canoe and gave a lusty cheer, 
in which victory and defiance were equally 
mingled. This was promptly answered by 
a shower of-arrows and a few musket shots, 
but none touched the young hero, who proud- 
ly waved his hat. 

When the Indians saw that there was ap- 
parently only one boy in the midst of their 
disappearing fleet a dozen Indiams rushed 
into the water in an attempt to capture 
some of the canoes. But Goodman opened 
such an effective fire on them that the sur- 
vivors were glad to return, as it seemed cer- 
tain death to go farther.

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OU can take any one of five different 
rajlroads to Gary~—and then some 
more. 

You can stop off at any one ofa half 
dozen first class hotels. 

You can get your dinner at any one of a 
half dozen first.class cafés. But if you want 
a drink you have to go elsewhere. For Gary 
is a dry town—dry in spite of the fact that 
aimost everybody, from the Slovak laborers 
‘mn the steel mills to the simon pure Yankees 
gho compose the board of trustees of the 
rown of Gary, is clamoring for saloons. 

This is not the only paradox in the steel 
city. Gary is full of paradoxes, contradic- 
tions, and contrasts. Its growth and prog- 
ress itself is the greatest of paradoxes. 

Gary is just a little over three years old. 
It was incorporated as a town July 17, 1906. 
A census completed about a month earlier 
showed that the population of the territory 
ebout -to be incorporated as the town of 
Gary was 334. Today Gary has a population 
of 15,000. 

A few months earlier still the region which 
fe now mapped out to become the greatest 
city. in Indiana and the most novel, most

Today the town of Gary includes within 
ats corporate Nmits twenty square miles of 
territory.

Prior and during the three years of the 
existence of the Stee! City the United States 
@teel corporation, which, by the way, is the 
father and sponsor of the town of Gary, has 
poured in $42,000,000 into the town in the 
shape of steel plants, a harbor, and various 
other buildings and institutions which go to 
make up a city that should be both a home 
for an ermy of workers and for the steel in- 
austry. 

The steel plant of Gary covers a square 

nile. It employs at present 5,000 men.. By 

1¢ time, however, the United States Steel 
corporation brings up its figures of expendi- 
tures on the Steel City to $75,000,000 or more, 
which it expects to do, at least 14,000 mdh will 
be employed there. 

Everything in Gary is done on a great 
scale.

Boosters Neglect No Good Point. 


After you have taken in the dusiness side 
of Gary and have listened patiently to the 


road tracks of the Wabash railroad. South 
of these tracks begins the district which is 
generally designated as ‘‘the Patch.’’ It ig 
here that the foreign population who work in 
the mills live. Here there are few residences 
—at least few in comparison with the large 
number of ‘‘ shacks’’ in which people live. 
The ‘‘Patch’’ of Gary is unique among 
slume of the world. It includes the worst ten- 
ement conditions without having any tene- 
ments. Litthe shacks which from the outside 
could easily be taken for bath houses if they 
were located near a lake or river, are the 
homes of thousands or workmen who make 
up the night and day shift workers at the 
Gary mills. It is in these shacks that one 
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propositions which every one is ready to 
make to you, after you have neaid a dozen 
times from real estate men, JAwyers, business 
men. and city officials, that Gary is today 
the best known city the worid over, but is 
least known In Chicago, or that Gary is the 
best place to invest your money #nd that it 
is far more profitable to buy a lot here .har 
to buy a claim out west—after you have 
listened to all that you are ready o take a 
look at the town and examine some of its 
paradoxes and contrasts. 

“where is the dadity hall?” you inquire. 
And you are shown a building which is not 
yet completed. This is the city hall to be 
In the meantime the city’s business is con- 
ducted in the private ofilce of ite mayor, 
Thomas E. Knotts. With the police de- 
partment it is not much different. The police 
etaiior, too, te under construction, and the 
police headquarters for the present are lo- 
cated in a small cottage whose white coat 
of paint gives it the appearance of an ideal 
country schoolhouse and not a place where 
disorderly elements from twenty-five nation- 
alities are lodged now and then until justice 
has been administered to them. 

The new Emerson schoolhouse, which will 
be taken possession of by the children of 
Gery’s polyglot population in September, is 
the pride of the town. It cost Gary close to 
$200,000. But you need to walk but a few 
blocks away and you see the “ portable”’ 
schools which have been used hitherto, The 
portable schools are much like country 
schools, only a@ little bit less convenient a1d 
more cheaply constructed, for they were 
built with the intention of being short lived 

—— 
Vicious Slum in Model Town. 

But the greatest contrast in Gary Is the 
division of population, and the greatest par- 
adox is the vicious slum which has sprung 
up in what is supposed to be a model! indus- 
tria] town. 

Gary, the Gary of business, the Gary whose 
name has become a synonym with enterprise, 
with the wonderful achievements which mil- 
lions can bring about, the Gary of the ener- 
getic, well to do, and typically American 
population, is sharply divided from the for- 
eign Gary, the Gary that works end drinks 
_Arinks in spite of prohibition—and so gives 
work to the police of this model town. 

Busines Gary begins on the north with 
the steel mills, which are located on the 
shores of Lake Michigan. It ends up with 
fine residences of the well to do Gary people 
about @ mile to the south im front of the reil- 
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finds men living in greater congestion and 
in fewer comforts than does the tenement 
dweller in any city. Most of these places 
contain nothing but beds; some two beds, 
some three, and some as many as they wil! 
hold. An old gasoline stove in the corner, a 
trunk in place of a table, and between five 
and fifteen workingmen make up the average 
“home” there. 
~o 


Rent for “Dwellings** Varies. 

The rent for these “ dwellings’’ varies. 
The ‘‘ boss” in one, which was about 12x15 
feet, stated that five men lived there and 
that he was paying $5 a month rent for it. 
Many of the shacks on the land owned by the 
gteel company are allowed this ground space 
without any rental, it is said. Assoon asthe 
company get@ ready to use this land and 
build “ real”’ houses upon it for the work- 
ingmen, as it has done In some parts of 
Gary., these squatters will have to move their 
shacks elsewhere. 

But the worst parts of the entire “ patch ” 
are about eight or ten blocks immediately 
south of the railway tracks. It was here, 
according to officials of the steel company, 
that the most vicious saloons sprang up al- 
most: immediately after Gary had been in- 
corporated. Scores of saloons were started 
in a neighborhood which had no “ legiti- 
mate ’’ use for more than half a dozen. 

This carnival of crime and drunkenness re- 
sulted in the town going dry. And it is here 
that the present trouble of Gary began. The 
voting population at the time the steel city 
voted to go dry was much smaller than at 
present, which seéms almost to have sprung 
up from the ground. Thus the few have vir- 
tually made the laws for the many—and the 
many now object. . At least they object to 
the city being “dry.” 

In the meantime “ blind pigs” sprang up 
in place of open saloons with the result that 
Gary, that is the Gary of the working peo- 
ple, of “the Patch,” became covered with 
beer bottles. In certain districts one could 
almost pave the street with the bottles which 
are scattered about and which have been 
smuggled into the city by the owners of the 
“blind pigs.”” Drunkenness seemed to go on 
in spite of the fact that the city was om- 
Clally dry until recently, when a crusade 
broke out and all these “ blind pigs” have 
been swept away. 

Since then the saloons of *‘ the Patch ” have 
assumed a different aspect. The large win- 
dows are hung up with old blankets and the 


barrooms bave been turned into boanfling 
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Style Faréable School. 


houses. As one goes through “ the Patch” 
one finds dozens of saloons which contain 
nothing but beds. Between eight and ten 
beds are lined up on each side of a rocm, leav- 
ing @ small passage way in between, and it 
is here that many working men of the steel 
mills make their homes. Housing conditions 
heré, if possible, are worse than in the 
shacks, because there is a larger number of 


people living in one piace, | 


But even these spasmodic crusades have not 
solved the liquor question. There is just as 
much drunkenness in Gary now, so business 
mer of the city claim, and possibly more. 
The only thing that has been accomplished 
Ly thit hasty legislation in the first place. 
ani by the striz.gent enforcement of the laws 
‘ater, it fe said, is that the foreign working- 
men leave the town in large numbers and 
thoee who do not jeave the town permanently 


go to other places to drink and spend their 
racney. 

“ You will find,” said Mayor Knotts, ‘* that 
there is just as much whisky and perhaps 
even more beer consumed in Gary now as 
tLefore. It is in view of this condition that 
the business men of this town are now de- 
manding the establishment of well regulated 
saloors. The men go to cash their checks in 
other towns and as well as buying their 
drinks they also do their trading in these 
tc-wna, 

“If you were to see a gang of men leaving 
Gary on an evening you would think they 
are leaving the town for good. They take 
with them trunks, sacks, and valises of all 
kinds. But they are not leaving town for 
good. They are merely going down to the 
neighboring cities to buy their supply of 
drinks which they will bring back im these 
valises and trunks." 

~~ 


Men Needed ia Mills. 
“ We could give employment to at least 500 
more toen at present,” said Oscar Beindorff, 


the superintendent of labor in the Indiana 
Steel mills. “ Yet, although there are plenty 
of men out of work in other towns where the 
mille are not yet running full foree, we cane 
not find enough men here. While all are de- 
cidedly opposed to saloons of the kind aff@ 
the number we had before the town went. 
dry, it seems that a proper number of well 
regulated saloons would be desirable on all 
sides and satisfactory to all parties.” 

“You can hardly blame these men for not 
wanting to work here and for going to other 
cittes for beer,”’ said an intelligent foreigner 
who has been in close touch with the situa- 
tion. “ First, they must drink In order to be 
able to work. These men were all peasants 
in the old country. They worked hard, but 
the work was not nearly as strenuous as it 
is here in the steel mille, where they labor 
incessantly for twelve hours at e stretch, 
and sometimes longer. 

** None of them drank so much at home as 
they do here. None of them, either, ate so 
much at home. They eat more meat here, 
for otherwise they could not stand the hard 
work. As for their getting drunk now aad 
then, they can hardly be bi'med for taat 
either. They have no other pleasure in life, 
The work in the steel milis is such that it 
does not make them wish to remain in the 
United States. They begin to think imme- 
diately of saving up some money and going 
back to the old world. But they are cravVe 
ing for amusement and for diversion from 
their work, and the only thing they can find 
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it in ts drink, and the only place they cam ™ 


find it is the saloon. 

“ And they are not to blame for it, either, 
At least not entirely. They do not make 
their own stardards here. The standardsare 
made for them. if they are no: cctuaily 
pushed down to the standard of living which. 
they adopt, they are allowed to slip down 
to that standard by the carelessness and 
indifference of the American people about 
them, and especially by the indifference of 
those people for whom they work, who am —

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HE biggest restaurant business for any 

single street in the world is done mn 

Chicago. This was discovered the 

other day by a trip down Randolph 

street, which caters to the inner wants 
of more people than any other section of 
the city four times its size. 

An accurate count showed thirty-nine dif- 
ferent eating establishments located on the 
street between Michigan and Fifth avenues, 
a distance of six short blocks. Six different 
nationalities are represented by these estab- 
lishments, and 27,000 diners are accommo- 
Gated by them every day in the year. To buy 
these 27.000 meals costs this little army of 
eaters approximately $12,000, which totals 
mearly $4,500,000 per year. 

These startling facts are not generally 


known to frequenters of the loop district 


and when it is taken into consideration that 
the entire number of workers in this section 


‘of the city does not exceed more than 100,000 


it seems hard to believe that so many of 
them should go to the same short street 
when they want to take a meal. A tour of 
* Restaurant row,” as it is called, however, 
will conviace the most skeptical.

Galaxy of Eating Places. 

A visit to the street is rewarded by some 
interesting facts as well as some odd sights, 
sounds and odors. The first thing noticed 
is the remarkable succession of cafés, restau- 
rants, cheap lunch counters, “* joints,’’ family 
eating places and elaborate hotel grill 
and banquet rooms as well as any number of 
thriving saloons that provide “free lunch 
served hot on plates” with every 6 cent 
drink. 

The daily clienteles of these places vary 
from seventy-five to 2,500 in numbers; the 
customers range in nationality from China- 
men with chop sooy tastes to orthodox He- 
brews, who tou.4 only “ koshered ” meat, 
and the social status of the individual diners 
runs from the bedraggled tramp to the mil- 
lHionaire clubman. Rich or poer, high or low, 
yellow, white, or black, no matter what the 
character of the eaters, Randolph street can 
take care of them all. Regardless of race, 
station, occupation, religion, political views, 
party affiliations or sige of pocketbook, just 
80 you have the price, be it 5 cents or $50, 


2 when, you want anything to eat you are sure 


to be able to get it on Randolph street. 
Furthermore, if you are averse to the 
crowds on the ground floor you can seek the 
seclusion of the basement, or if you find it too 
hot down there a ride in an elevator will 
take you to the second or third floor of some 
other establishment. In any event, no matter 
how particular the food seeker or how un-. 
usual the demands of his stomach or how 
dyspeptic his apetité, it is safe to predict that 
his wants can be amply satisfied on “ restau-

Tour Explains Many Things. 

A tour of the street also brings to light 
@ number of factse-regarding its-national 
characteristics,“ Which “go a Wig way to- 
wards explaining the term “ Cosmopolitan 
Chicago.” More separate and distinct odors 
will be encountered, some attractive, others 
detractive, and more weird, uncanny. and 
mysterious looking dishes, some eatable, 
others apparently uneatable, will be met with 
than ever assailed the eye or nose of, mortal | 
man in an equal length of time before, at 
least in Chicago. 

As far as variety in shape, taste, smell, 
color, materials, consistency, and methods 
of preparation is concerned, the entire col- 
lection on view certainly makes a formidable 
display. In the language of. one of tle pro- 
prietors, who has sampled the bill of fares of 
most of the others and lived through the or- 
deal: “For eats and drinks of all kinds 
and descriptions this street's got ’em all 
skinned.”’ 

The nationalities represented along the 
**row *’ in the order of their relative popu-. 
Jarity are: American, German, Chinese, 
Kosher or orthodox Hebrew, Hungarian, and 


Italian. Of these the number seeking Amer- 


ican fare stands first in the lIist.with a total 
of 12,800. The lovers of Teutonic fare fol- 
low a close second, 12,000 diners sitting down 
every day in front of dishes prepared by 
chefs and served by kellners kellnerins 
who learned their art in the kaiser’s domain.

Oriental Tastes Quickly Formed. 

Next in popularity, strange to say, come 
the Chinese, for no less than 1,660 citizens 
who have developed oriental tastes make 
their way dally into their establishments to 
appease their hunger in manderin style. An 
additional 500 are about equally divided be- 
tween the practiced gourmands who can 
only be satisfied with the heavy dishes of 
the magyar’s land and the abstemious Jew, 
with his century old aversion to all flesh meat 
that has not been killed by the rabbi’s hand. 
Another 100 seek the spaghetti and ravioli of 
the Italian food expert. 

An introduction to the delights of the 

“row ”’ would better be begun by a dinner 
at a Chinese restaurant. Unless the visitor 
has been coached in the intricacies of the Chi- 
nese menu he is Hable to meet here with a 
serious difficulty from the endless variety of 
dishes shown, each of which has a stranger, 
more unpronounceable, and more mysterious 
mame than the last. He is politely assured, 
however, by a note printed on the page be- 
fore him that if he experiences any difficulty 
in making selecflons the floor manager will 
cheerfully aid him. 
* After having decided whether he will try 
“ birdnest soup” or just plain ‘chicken 
subgum soup,”’ he meets the problem of se- 
Iecting relishes. These extend from “ sweet 
pickle ginger” to “‘raw water chestnuts.”’ 
Next lobsters claim his attention, running 
from “lobster chop suey’ to “ lobster sub- 
gum with mushrooms.” For his fish course 
he may choose “fish chop suey ’ or “ black 
bass subgum with white mushrooms.”’ Then 
follow eighteen varieties of chicken, among 
which are two that are fianked by his old 
friend “ subgum”’ 


— 


Bad as Rarebit Dream. 

In this style a rich collection of names 
of eatables floats dizzily past his gaze 
through the meats to canned fruits, cakes, 
and imported Chinese teas. Some of the 
more.odd sounding names encountered are: 
“Shrimps noodle warmein; yetcamein; 
fried noodle subgum; pork egg foyoung; gam- 
got or little preserved oranges; booloo or 
canned pineapple; sarlee or canned pears; 
rice lichee nuts; seumeu and wonmoo tea.” 

The frequent recurrence of thé name “ sub- 
gum " on the menu will probably arouse the 
curiosity of the diner as to the identity of 
this dish. Inquiry will show him that the 
yellow men's tastes resemble those of certain 
classes of their white cousins in one respect, 
for he will be informed that “ subgum ”’ and 
hash are one and the same thing. 

Opposite the oriental establishments is a 
typical American lunch counter “ joint,” 
where the miracle is performed.daily of feed- 
ing 600 customers with‘anm outfit containing 
only twenty stools. This means that each 
seat has to be used at least thirty times a 
day if any profit is to be d from the 
“joint.” To accomplish this only four wai- 
ters can be afforded by the management, but 
these four are hustlers. No chef or cashier 
is needed, as nothing is cooked but eggs, and 
each waitér has to be trusted to attend to his 
own cash. This place is a favorite with the 
“ piker " clerk, who rushes for “‘ coffee and ”’ 
at the stroke of twelve. Thirteen cents is 
the average cost per meal and three minutes 
fs the usual time per feed. A cent and a half 
profit is realized from each customer.

On the second floor of one building is an 
eating room which differs in one respect from 
all the others on the street, and that is a 
service based on religious prejudice. At the 
kosher restaurant no meat is prepared but 
that which has been killed by an ordained 
rabbi of the Jewish church, according to the 
regular ceremony prescribed by Mosaic law. 
Fresn chickens are kiled daily and pork is 
unknown, while the injunction of the Old 
Testament as to sanitary regulations is car- 
ricd out to the letter, the proprietor having 
gone so far as to post a sign inviting inspeo- 
tion of his kitchen. Three hundred Israelites 
take advantage daily of the meal of koshered 
meat. 

On the main floor is an establishment where 
the idea is to get people to eat by first 
making them laugh. Every available inch of 
space on the walls is covered with comic 
victures with humorous mottoes sandwiched 
in between. ‘*‘ Late to bed and early to 
rise; work like the devil and advertise,’’ is 
one plece of advice offered, while another 
reminds the customer as follows: “ The opti- 
mist the pessimist, the difference is droll;

try, and coffee, According to the proprietor, 
no race can compare with the Germans in 
the art of preparing food for the table. 

“Tt is not only the cooking,” said he, ‘* but 
the skillful combining of dishes which gives 
the German bill of fare its high qualities. 
The phiegmatic Teutonic race, with their 
patience and painstaking habits, are better 
adapted for this than any other. For gen- 
erations they have studied their trade scien- 
tifically and can therefore produce results 
unequaled by others.” 

In the basement of one bullding along the 
‘‘Row ” is a new place whose proprietor hag 
come to the city for the purpose of giving 
Chicagoans an idea of “ eating that is eat- 
ing ’’ according to strictly Hungarian ideas. 
Few Americans patronize this café for the 
reason that few American stomachs are 
highly enough educated. But of Germans 
and Hungarians the number is considerable. 
Here come stout and strong jawed men with 
records as famous eaters earned in different 
parts of the’ world These men consider eat- 
ing as an art and pastime not to be regarded 
lightly, but to be taken as an important part 
of the serious business of life. No fear of 
neglect of the stomach here; witness the 
waist measures. When the tables are 
reached the guests proceed to eat and busi- 
ness worries are promptly forgotten, nor 
dees care assail the mind. Imported wines 
flow freely, for the epicures here know how 
to drink as well as eat. 

Interesting features of this place are a 
goose dinner that brings out a crowd of 400 
Magyars and Germans every Thursday, @

No Women in Saloons. 

There was no “‘ white slave ’’ traffic. That 
was a latter day invention.

The Vast Area Involved 


A considerable portion of the West is desert land, now, 
or soon to be, under irrigation and wonderfully fertile. A 
large portion is irreclaimably bad. And there are immense 
semi-arid regions which cannot be brought under irrigation 
and where there is less than 20 inches average annual rain- 
fall. Leaving out some comparatively limited areas in the 
Northwest and in California, this condition applies to a large 


part of the region West of the 99th or 100th meridian. The - 


utilization of these lands for other agricultural purposes than 
grazing would mean a highly important accession of wealth 
to the United States. 


Methods of Dry Farming 


Farming in the semi-arid regions was formerly of the 
“hit or miss’’ variety—the growing of a wide acreage of crops 
with rough husbandry and with profits practically wiped out 
in dry years. But better farming methods are being applied, 
the aim of which is mainly to secure the collection within the 
soil of all the water falling on it, the retention within the soil 
of all the water absorbed, and the growth of crops suitable 
to semi-arid conditions. The method pursued is ‘‘summer 
fallowing’’—planting every other year but cultivating every 
year. The soil is plowed deep, harrowed three or four times 
a year and covered with a blanket of soil ‘‘mulch’’ to con- 
serve the moisture. 


Available Crops. 


The selection of the right crops and the right variety of 
each is of prime importance. The durum or macaroni wheat 
and Turkey Red are well adapted to semi-arid regions. In 
corn, a small, early-maturing variety is recommended by 
experts, with Kaffir corn and sorghum for feed crops. 
There is great likelihood that certain varieties of alfalfa are 
widely suitable. Oats, barley, millet, field peas, western 
wheat grass, potatoes and other root vegetables have given 
good results on the plains.

The agricul- 
tural stations in North and South Dakota report good yields 
from this crop, and it has been found equal to oats or barley 
for stock feed. Little use has been made of emmer for 
human food, although it is largely so used in Europe. 


The New Dry Farm Law 


The necessity (under proper methods of dry farming) of 
cropping the soil in alternate years, made the 160 acre limit of 
the homestead law seem unsuitable to the needs of the farmer 
of the semi-arid regions. A recent amendment to the land 
laws permits the homesteader to enter 320 acres of dry land 
in specified localities, that amount being generally considered 
as needful for the successful application of the “summer 
fallowing'’ method. 


The Results of Dry Farming 


must obviously be proportioned to the thoroughness, experience 
and intelligence of the individual farmer—a condition which, 
of course, applies more or less to all farming. Those about 
to engage in dry farming are reminded by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that the farmer “should investigate care- 
fully the possibilities of the particular region in which he ex- 
pects to settle; he should have clearly in mind beforehand 
the kind of crop which he will produce, and he should not 
undertake dry farming if a failure of crops at the beginning 
will mean to him a complete and permanent disaster.”’

WHOLESTATE WAKING UP 


First to Use Irrigation, It Is the 
Last to Get Any Benefits 
from the Carey Act. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Salt Lake City, Utah., Aug. 28.—Prepara- 
tions are going ahead at a rapid rate for 
the exhibit that is to be made by the state 
of Utah at the United States land and irrl- 
gation exposition, which is to take.place in 
the Chicago Coliseum between Nov. 20 and 
Dec. 4. The arrangements now under way 
are directly under the supervision of Gov. 
Spry, who is keenly interested in bringing 
the resources and possibilities of Utah to 
the attention of prospéctive homeseekers in 
the east. 

Other state officials dre following the lead 
of Gov. Spry and, age Utah has usually car- 
ried off the prizes when it has made exhibits 
in competition with other states, it is prac- 
tically certain that the displays will beof the 
greatest value to all who are interested in 
the development of the west. 

Comparatively little is known in the east 
in regard to Utah and in some cases the 
lack of knowledge is more than made up for 
by an unreasoning prejudice. Any one who 
has visited Utah and has seen for himself 
the charming vatlicys and the attractive 
farming districts in the irrigated sections 
knows that these prejudices are now without 
foundation, whatever may have been the 
case formerly. @ 
| Within the last year or two there has bec 2 

a great awakening in Utah, as a number of 
emerprising men have discovered that there 
are great possibilities in the desert regions 
susceptible of irrigation. Plans now under 
way make it certain that millions will be 
invested within a short time on irrigation 
projects in Utah and that there will be an 
extraordinary change in that part of the 
country. 


Reclaiming 60,000 Acres. 

The :most importaat development in this 
regard is the Strawberry valley irrigation 
project, now nearing completion under the 
direction of the United States reclamation 
service. This project contemplates the irri- 
gation of approximately 60,000 acres of mesa 
and bi‘tom lande lying about sixty miles 
south of Salt Lake City on the east shore of 
Utah lake. Mesa, as used in.this connection, 
means land that is on a higher level, resem- 
bling a miniature plateau. It is in fact one 
of the “‘ bench” or beach levels of the an- 
cient lake that once filled the great basin in 
central Utah. Thie.mesa land has certain 
characteristics -that are different from those 
of the lower ground. 

The rim of the great basin is to be pierced 
with a tunnel tn order to bring in water that 
is now going to waste in the Strawberry riv- 
er. The Strawberry reservoir will have a 
capacity of 110,000 acre feet, or, in other 
words, there will be enough water to ccver 
110,000 acres to the depth of one foot. This 
water will be impounded by a dam forty- 
five feet high and will then be diverted 
through a tunnel 19,000 feet long. The water 
will flow through the tunnel to Diamond 
creek and Spanish fork. It will then be car- 
ried down through natural watercourses to 
a point mear the mouth of the Spanish fork 
canyon, twelve miles from Provo, and will 
be conveyed three miles through a large 
canal. At the point where the offices of the 
reclamation service are now located part of 


the water will be dropped 160 feet to a power- 
| house where electric current will be generat- 
, ed. One of the difficult features attending 
the completion of this project is the con- 
struction of a wagon road thirty-two miles~ 
long. Work on the tunnel is going ahead as 
rapidly as possible. Three shifts of men 
| are employed and they are working night 
an@ day. It is believed that water can 
delivered by the government in 1912. The 
| Strawberry and Spanish fork rivers both 
| have large drainage areas and carry a large 
amount ef water throughout the fall, winter, 
and spring. 


Private Owners Must Sell. 


The area that ig to be irrigated under this 
project is about equally divided between 
mesa and bottom lands. Every acre of 
this ground is under private ownership, 
but it can be purchased at a reasonable fig- 
ure, and there are therefore many openings 
for those who wish to purchase farms fn an 
irrigated district. On the low lands the 
soll is a deep black loam that changes toa 
sandy loam and gravei om higher ground. 

The higher ground Is especially well adapted 
to frult raising, and there are some enthu- 
siasts who predict that it will rival the 
famous fruit belts of Colorado as ‘soon asa 
satisfactory water supply is provided. The 
bottom lands are especially well adapted to 
the raising of grain, alfalfa, hay, and sugar 
beets. This locality was first settled about 
1850, but it has never reached its full pos- 
sibility of development largely because the 
water supply sent through the old canals 
was insufficient. Another drawback to de- 
velopment has been the fact that the farm- 
ers lived in towns established at regular 
distances. It is claimed by those who live 
on the ground that this plan does not work 
out well. 

One of the advantages claimed for the 
irrigated districts in Utah is that there is 
a ready market for all the farm products. 
Prices for such products are unusually high 
in Salt Lake City and the other large cen- 
ters of population in that vicinity. The min- 
ing district in the nearby mountaing are 
steady consumers of farm produce, and the 
cattlemen are also ready purchasers. 

When the eastern man first sees some of 
the fertile valleys in Utah he is reminded at 
once of Italy. The early settlers all through 
these valleys made a practice of setting out 
long lines of Lombardy poplars. When seen 
in the distance, with the green alfalfa fields 
as a foreground and the beautiful Wasatch 
mountains as a background the effect in the 
irrigated valley is striking. On a long jour- 
ney through the west it is hardly possible 
to find any spot more beautiful than the 
Cache valley, which Hes in the northern 
of Utah. The charm of this place is height- 
ened by the fact that the visitor must pass 
through long stretches of desert in order to 
reach it, and when his eye lights on the 
rich green for the first time he is almost 
startled by the sudden change 


Interest in Irrigation Grows. 


The fact that applications for water were 
received at the office of the state engineer 
of Utah during the years 1905 and 1906 is a 
fair indication of the manner in which the 
interest in irrigation has been increasing. 
During 1907 anc’ 1908 the applications reached 
a total of 1,080. A large percentage of these 
fillings for water rights applied to the Duch- 
esne river and its tributaries. What is known 
as the Duchesne area has a plentiful water 
supply and a large amount of trrigable land, 
but the development there has been slow. 

Utah has a reservoir land grant fund. The 
law providing for the fund hae been modified 
s0 that the custodian of the money can make 
loans to reservoir projects to certain 
restrictions. The Hatcht rvoir proj- 
ect is one of the beneficiaries under this sys- 
tem. 

Private irrigation projects are being de- 
veloped at a rate that promises well for the 
future of Utah. A number of these projects 
are located in Emery, Carbon, Millard, and 
Grand counties. In the vicinity of Green river 
station on the Rio Grande Weetern raiiroad 
there hus been brought under culsivation dur- 
ing the last two years by pumping from 
Green river a total of 4,100 acres of land. 

On the Grand county or Elgin side of the 
river a pump has been installed which Hftg 
water a distance of fifty feet to irrigate soo 
aéres of land planted almost entirely to peach 


trees. 
$3.50 an Acre for Water. 


On the west side of the river a pumping 
plant has been installed, operated by water 
power, which lifts 25 cubic feet of water per 


second a distance of 42 feet, irrigating 2,500 


crops being peaches, apples, age 
grapes, garden produce, and 

The maintenance charge for the een plart 
per annum is $3.50 per acre. The cost Of in-— 


stallation was $120,000, which includes the 


cost of the steam auxiliary and the distribu- 
tion system. 

In Grand county, at Little Valley, five miles 
south of Green river, 800 acres of jland has 
been covered by a steam pumping plant sys-_ 
tem, which raises ten cubic feet of water per 
second 40 feet. The cost of installation was 
$18,000, the maintenance charge per ge 
will approximate $12.

The Gooseberry valley storage, when com- 
plete, will make available for use 24,540 acre- 
feet of water.

Abraham, where it has extended the area of 
cultivation over 5,000 acres of land, making 
the total area under cultivation in the Abra-

Utah Has Been Slow. 
The Deseret Irrigation company, a pioneer — 
organization of Millard county, is also ex- 


tending its activity to new tracts of land. ~ 


The largest and probably the most important 
single irrigation structure in the state was 
built by this company—the Sevier Bridge 
reservoir, one-half of which has been pur- 
chased by the Oasis Irrigated Lands compa- 
ny, to be used as the chief facter in laim- ~ 
ing the lands under its Carey act in 
Millard county. 

In spite of the fact that Utah was the firet 
state in which irrigation was practiced it 
‘has been one of the slowest in receiving the 
benefits of the Carey act, under the terms of 
which there has been remarkable develop- 
ment in other parts of the west.
